lion on its westward way ami in it. at the headwaters of the Ohio, lies the 
great gateway to the vast region beyond the mighty rivers that at the be- 
ginning of the century marked the limits of our national domain. In the 
fertile valleys of the Allegheny and the oilier streams which form the head 
water* of the Ohio, settled a hartiy race of pioneers, and here grew up an 
intelligent people who found in nature's storehouse treasures of well-nigh 
fabulous value. Here Labor, intelligent I-abor, sits enthroned, and the 
brawn and brain of the men of Allegheny County have wrought together 
ill a development of resources, the magnitude of which is without ■ parallel 
in the world. 

The products of Allegheny County — from the mines, furnaces and 
facilities — go to all parts of the civilized world. The nuny industries that 
are located within the limits of the county furnish a freight tannage by rail 
and water that is not equalled in magnitude by any single district in the 
world The products of the industries here centred arc as varied as they 
are vast and science and skill have combined lo bring the mclhods of 
operation here employed to the highest perfection. Here are located the 
greatest iron, steel and glass plants in existence and the various auxiliary 
industries that have grown up around them make the county a veritable 



the continent, but 



industrial empire, whose influence not only 
girdles the entire globe. 

EARLY HISTORY AND DBVELOMIBNT. 

Allegheny County furnishes an abundance of material for history and 
romance. The rich valley of the Allegheny and of the Ohio was the 
scene of some of the most stirring events in our country's history. lajng 
Wore the white men first appeared here, warring trilie> of red men strug- 
gled for the possession of the territory which was a famous hunting ground, 
and skeletons found here of a race of Indians of which we have no knowl- 
edge indicate that this contention dates from prehistoric times. 

The "Talligeni" or " Allegeui," from whom the name of Allegheny 
is derived, were driven from the valley by the Ltntli Lenape or Delaware 
I ml ans, and they in turn w ere conquered by the Iroquois or Six Nations, 
who were in possession when the white men sought to take the lauds. 

Ilic territory west of the Alleghanics was a terra incogmtn to the 
colonists east of the mountains. The French claimed it by right of dis- 
covery, their claim covering the whole territory drained by the Mississippi 
and its tributaries, including the Ohio. It was also claimed by two Kug- 
hsh colonies. Pennsylvania and Virginia. It was within the bounds of 
the grant to the Karl of Salisbury in 1609 by James I , known as the Vir- 
ginia character, and was also included in the grant by Charles II lo Wil- 
liam Penn in l68t. 
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Tlic abundance of game in (lie valley brought trailers and trappeis 
fruiii the lunly pioneers, who did a large .nut profitable business with llie 
Indians and it is interesting licrc to note that the tirst development of the 
territory was in the line of commerce anil Bat ol colonization. It* value 
for purposes of colonization wan appreciated liy the early esplorcrs from 
Virginia and in 1748 the Ohio Company was chartered by Virginians w ho 
obtained a royal giant to 500,000 acres of laud south of the Ohio and be 
tWMfl the Monongahela and (Weal Kanawha Rivers. The Virginia anil 
Pennsylvania colonies made treaties with the Indians in 1748 and in the 
following year the French, alarmed at the progress of the English, sent an 
expedition into the valley to treat with the Indians, but did not meet with 
much success then, as the English had forestalled them. They did not, 
however, abandon their efforts to possess the territory, and frum these rival 
claims of the French and English grew one of the bloodiest conflicts 111 
our country's history— that known as the French and Indian war. During 
this bitter struggle, winch lasted (or seven years, the valley of the Alle- 
gheny anil the Ohio was one uf the principal fields of operations. The 
junction of the Allegheny, Monotigahela and Ohio Rivers, where the city 
of Pittsburg now stands, was recognized as the key lo the control of the 
disputed territory. The French had built forts on the Allegheny and in 
1 753 Governor Dinwiddle of Virginia sent Major C.eorgr Washington as a 
messenger to the French |msts lo demand that the French retire from ter 
rilory belonging lo ihc Virginia Colony. On this journey, Washington 
saw the advantage of a fort at what is known as "the Point," in Pittsburg, 
commanding the three rivers — the Allegheny, the Monotigahela and the 
Ohio— and the colony was quick to art on his suggestion. On February 
17, 1754. Captain William Trent, with a detachment of Virginia soldiers 
and workmen, arrived at the "forks" to build a fort and this was lite 
date of the first permanent settlement at Pittsburg. In the following 
April the French came in force with their Indian allies and captured the 
unfinished fort with its meagre garrison. They completed the fort ami 
called it Fort Duc|iiesne, a name which still survives in Allegheny County, 
War was now actively prosecuted OH both sides. In the first Campaign 
the colonial troops, led by Washington, were defeated by an ove rpowering 
force of French and Indians and were comixlled to retire. In the spring 
of 18.-5 .1 force of regular British irooia under the Command of General 



llradduck arrived and then followed that memorable campaign, which 
ended so disastrously in the terrible maaSBCK of the British at " Iliad- 
dock's Field " near whit h the great steel furnaces now stand. 

The fort at "the Forks" remained in possession of the French for 
the next two years. 'Ihc campaign of 1758 resulted in victory for the 
British and on Novemlwr 15, 1758, the English Mag was raised over the 
ruins of the deserted fort and the place was formally named Pittsburg. 
Two yeats later the seven years' war was ended, and in September, 1760, 
the English took possession of all live territory which the French liad 
Claimed east of the Mississippi and South of the I-ikc-y 

Following the close of the war the actual occupation of the Ohio and 
Allegheny valley by settlers began. The Colonists who had participated 
in the valley campaigns brought back glowing ai counts of the attractions 
of the new territory. Virginia, which had been first to move against live 
French occupation, also took the initiative in colonization and claimed the 
territory as within her boundaries. The dispute with Pennsylvania over 
the proprietorship, which had been allowed to drop while both colonies 
were united to repel their common foe, was revived with renewed vigor. 
Virginia, as the first to colonize in force, was the first in actual possession 
aiMl the territory was organized as part of the Virginia colony, being in- 
cluded in the county of Augusta. The Pennsylvania colony first included 
the Allegheny territory in what was then Cumberland County. When 
Bed tod County was set off from Cumberland in 1771 it included the 
western and southwestern ]iarts of the province, and when Westmoreland 
County was erected in 1773 it included all the western pail of the province 
cist and south of the rivers. In the division of Westmoreland County 
into townships, the boundaries of Pitt Township are thus described: 
" Beginning at the mouth of the Kiskimcnctas and running down the Alle- 
gheny River to its junction with the Monotigahela, then down the ( >hio to 
the western limits of the province, thence up the western boundary (south) 
to the line of Springhill Township, (a line drawn due west (rum the mouth 
uf Redstone Creek to the western limits of the province), thence with that 
line to the month of Redstone Creek, thence down the Monongahela to 
the mouth uf the Youghioglieny, thence with the line of Heinpfield to the 
month of Brush Run, thenc e with the line of said township lo the begin- 
ning. Tliat part of Allegheny County on the east side of the Yuughio- 
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gncny Riva from its mouth to ihc county Un-c »»s Included in HempfieM 
Town* hi p. 

The settlement uf the territory encountered many anil more serious 
obstacles at the Stan than the dispute over jurisdiction. The Indians were 
hostile and were with difficulty conciliated. They refused to surreudt r 
their lands, and while they were friendly to (he trailers, they looked with 
suspicion on the colonists, who came to take jsisscssion of their limning 
grounds. Pittsburg, in 1761, had hocOHW a trading fort of considerable 
importance and tiie settlement had a population uf two hundred and thirty- 
two, exclusive of the garrison. In fact, Pittsburg, even thus early in iis 
history, had demonstrated its advantages as a commercial centre. The 
people were nearly all trader* and carried on a large and profitable traffic 
with the Indians, Ax their revenue was derived Irom the Indians, they 
did not, of course, favor driving them away. 

The early settlers suffered fur several years from Indian attacks, until 
in 176.S die land tea* finally purchased from the Indian and fully Opened 
to settlement. Ijnd titles were, however, in doulit, owing to the conflict- 
ing claims of Pennsylvania and Virginia. The colonists wi re nearly all 
from Virginia, while the traders were from Pennsylvania and their husiness 
interests, as well as personal preferences, were in conflict. 

The llritisli regulars evacuated Kurt Pitt 111 the filler jviTt of 1 771 and 
Gov. Dunniore, of Virginia, immediately set about enforcing the c laim of 
that colony to the territory in i[nestion. At this tune Pennsylvania held il 
as part of Westmoreland County and Virginia held it as part of August a 
County. The seat of government was at I lamia's Town and in 1774 an 
armed force from Virginia took possession of the i onrlhoose. A vigorous 
dispnle over the Umndary lines U tvveen the two colonic* followed and an 
armed conflict was imminent when the Revolution fumed the attention of 
all parlies. When the independence of ihc colonics was finally won the 
boundary question was revived and was finally settled in 1775 by the adop- 
tion of the line which now marks the boundary of Pennsylvania. 

Meanwhile, despite all these obstacles, the population of the territory 
increased The town site of Pittsburg, as laid out 111 1764. included the 
territory between Water. M irket and Ferry Slreets and Second Avenue. 
In 1769 the " Manor of Pittsburg " contained 5.766 acres. Mnny settlers 
had located along the Monongahela ami Allegheny Rivers, as well as along 



the eastern tributaries of Ohio. This sparsely settled territory furnished 
many hardy soldiers for the Continental army, and though far removed 
from the actual scene of the chief conflict, il was exposed to attacks from 
Indians. Washington, who knew the country well, had a garrison at Fort 
Pitt, and though there were many massacres of settlers, the activity of the 
irunjxi hel|K*d to prevent a genera] uprising of the Indians along the fron- 
tier. Yet the colonists suffered (he hardships of frontiersmen during the 
Revolution and they were reduced to sorry snails. 

The close of the Revolution and the settlement of the bounder} dis- 
pute gave a new impetus to colonization and the development uf the terri- 
tory frum that time on has lieen continuous. 

As the nnmlier of settlers increased, manufacturing and commerce 
was devcloiKil to supply the needs of the growing population. The water 
power was ntiliaed for manufacturing, and saw and grist mills were first es- 
tablished. The hills wire covered with timber,- -oak, walnut, hickory, 
chestnut, etc — and the felled timlier was brought down to the mills on 
1 ic spi rg r se In :l r 1 .%> -I , I I'.r, 11 1 m, Klizalicth, VcfUflla, 
Moon, St Clair and Mifflin nulls were located on all the principal rims 
before 1794. and the lumber trade continues to this day to be an impor- 
tant industry. 

The mdls were enabled to supply more than the local demand and at 
an early date began 10 develop the river trade, llefore 1S00 Hour was 
shipped down flic Ohio in keel boats. One of the first shipments was 
from Col. Noble's mill on Robinson's Run in North Fayette Township. 
It was Umight in canoes to the mouth of Chartiers Creek, there transferred 
to a keel boat and taken down the rivers to New < cleans. 

lioat building was one of the earliest industries established in the 
ciHinty. The pioneer trailers built canoes and later keel boats were built 
for the trade down the Ohio. One of the largest Isnat yards at the begin- 
ning of the century was at F.li/alieth, established in 1800 by Joshua 
Walker. In that year he built the " Monongahela Farmer," a sailing ves- 
sel, which went to New Voik with a cargo of flour, deer skins, whiskey, 
etc. In 180.1 "C built a four hundred and fifty ton vewel, the " Aim 
Jane," which took a similar cargo to New Voffc via New Orleans. 

Bool building had then been carried on at Pittsburg for several yfars. 
War vessels were b tilt there in 1798-99 ami floated down the Mississippi 
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ill anticipation of war with France. In iSoo Louis Anaslasius Tamscon, 
a Frenchman who resided in Philadelphia, established a big ship yard at 
Pittsburg for the building of sea-going vessels and fitting them out com- 
plete. Taraston Bros. & Co., in 1S01. built the " 1'ittsluirgh," a two hun- 
dred and fifty ton ship, ami the " Aunty," a one hundred and twenty ton 
schooner. The " Amity " took a cargo of floor to the West Indie* and 
the "Pittsburgh" sailed to Philadelphia. The " lamisiana," a three 
hundred ton ship, built at this yard in 1803, sailed to Marseilles, France, 
where her captain gut into unexpected trouble, the authorities attempting 
to confiscate the vessel on the ground that her papers were forged. They 
had never heard of Pit Kb Jig and would not believe there was such a port 
in the world. Finally, with the aid of a map, which showed the course 
of the rivers, the captain succeeded in convincing them of the existence 
of this wonderful inland port. 

The first steamboat wa* built at Pittsburg in 181 1 and was followed 
by several others, all of which were engaged in the Mississippi trade. A 
large number of gunboats and transports were built at Pittsburg during the 
Civil War, and in the war of 1S11 all the rigging for Perry's victorious 
fleet on Lake Erie was made in Prtisburg at Col. John Irwin's rope walk, 
which was established in 1794 on the site where the Monongaliela House 
now stands. This was the first nope walk wot of the Alleghftnie*. 

In 1796 Samuel Jackson and Jonathan Sharplcss built the Ret! Stone 
Panel Mill at Brownsville, which was the first paper mill west of the Alle- 
gl .allies. 

In 1807 there were in Pittsburg one cotton f.u-tory, two glass works, 
two breweries, one air furnace, four nail factories, seven coppersmiths, 
one wire weaving and riddle factory, one brass foundry, six saddlers and 
harncssmakcrs, two gunsmiths, two tobai moists, one bell maker, three tal- 
low chandlers, one brush maker, one trunk maker, five coopers, thirteen 
weavers, ten bine dyers, one r<tmh maker, seven cabinetmakers, one 
turner, six lukrrs, three butchers, two liarbcrs, six hatters, four physi- 
cians, two earthenware potteries, four plane makers, three straw bound 
makers, sis milliners, twelve inantua makers, one stocking weaver, two 
bookbinders, four house and sign painters, two portrait painters, one mat 
tress maker, three wheelwrights, five watch and clockmakcrs. five brick- 
layers, five plastcis. three stonecutters, eight boat, barge and shipbuilders, 
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one pumpmaker, one looking glass maker, one lock maker, seven tan 
yards, two rope walks, one spinning-wheel maker, seventeen blacksmiths, 
one machinist and whitesmith, one cutler and tool maker, thiitytwo house 
carpenters and joiners, twenty-one boot and shoemakers, five Windsor 
caair makers, thirteen tailors, one breeches maker and skin dresser, 
twelve schoolmasters, four schoolmistresses, thirty-three taverns, fifty-one 
mercantile stores, four printing offices, six brick yards, live stone masons, 
two book stores, four lumber yards, one maker of cotton and woolen ma- 
chinery, one clay- pipe factury, one copper plate printing press. 

From the beginning of the century the development of the county has 
proceeded without a check. Nature has yielded generously from the rich 
store of treasures with which she has favored Allegheny County and the 
territory round about. The magic wand of science has been intelligently 
wielded by an industrious |>coplc, and the gifts whic h Nature has provided 
have been most abundantly utiliicd. From the bowels of the earth have 
Wen taken a wealth of treasure of a magnitude beyond the dreams of 
ancient romance, and with every year the development of the enormous re- 
sources is extended. Now, as in the da) 5 when Washington first traversed 
these valleys, Allegheny County holds the key to the great waterways. 
Where Fort Pitt was built now stands Piltsburg, the melrn|>oli* of Western 
Pennsylvania and as Allegheny County has contributed to the building of 
ibis great centre of commerce and industry so, too, it p.ulic:i|siics in its 
prosperity. Populous and prosperous villages have grown up along the 
valley*, and the c cHinty is one of the busiest centres of industry and com- 
merce on the gioi>e. 

AREA AND TOPOORAPHY OF THC COUNTY. 

Allegheny County was erected in 1 788 by the General Assembly of 
Pennsylvania from parts of the Counties of Westmoreland and Washing- 
ton, and its original boundaries arc thus defined in section 1 of the Act : 

" Beginning at the mouth of Flaherty's Run, on the south side of the 
Ohio River, from thence by a straight line to the plantation on which 
Joseph Scott, Esq., now lives, on Montonrc's Run, to include the same; 
from thence by a straight line to the mouth ol Miller's Run on Charticrs 
Creek ; thence by a straight line to the mouth of Ferry's Mill Run, on 
the east side of the Muiiongahela River ; thence up said river to the moulh 
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uf Beckct's Run; thence by a straight line to the moulh of Scwicklcy 
Creek, on the Youghiogheny River; thence down the said river to the 
month of Bnish Run, on Tnrilc Creek ; thence up Turtle Creek to the 
main fork thereof ; tlwnce by a northerly line until it strikes Pokelo* 
Creek ; thei»ce down the said creek to the mouth of tlie Allegheny River ; 
thence up the Allegheny Kiver to the northern boundary of the KMC , 
thence I long the KMM t<> tlie western boundary line j theme along the 
same to the river Ohio; thence along the Ohio to the place of begin- 
ning," 

Thus Allegheny County a* originally constituted embraced all the 
terrilory north and west of the Ohio ami Allegheny Rivers, with a large 
tract ea»l and south of thuse streams. 

In t 789 the area of the county was extended by the annexation of a 
large Had from the northern part of Washington County, the addition in- 
cluding the territory bounded as follows, viz,: 

"Beginning at the Ohio River, where the boundary line of the 
state crosses the said river , from llience in a straight line to White's mill, 
on RaccoM Creek ; from thence by a straight line to Armstrong's mill on 
Miller's Run, and from thence by a straight line 10 the Monongahela 
River, opposite the mouth of lVrr\'s K m." 

To obtain a harbor on Lake Krie, Pennsylvania, in 1792. purchased 
from the United States a triangular tract Imrdeting on Lake Eric, having 
a base of alio.il foils miles along the northern Uinudary and aliout twenty 
miles along the New York state line. '11ns tract, winch contained 202.- 
181 acres, was added to Allegheny County The price (raid by the state 
was $151,640 25, or seventy-five cents per acre. 

Allegheny County, then at its maximum area, comprised the territory 
already desi rilied south of the Ohio and east of the Allegheny and all 
lying between the Ohio River and Like Erie, and from the Allegheny 
River to the present bou n dar y of Ohio. 

This territory was divided 111 1800. forming eight new counties— 
Beaver, Butler, Mercer, Crawford, Krie, Warren, Venango and Armstrong. 
To the territory then left in Allegheny County a small strip was taken for 
Indiana County 111 180,5, lea*>ng the area and liuundaries of the county as 
at present. It cover* an area of 750 vjuare miles. 

The first division of the county was into seven townships— Moon, -St. 



Clair. Mifflin, Elizabeth, Versailles, l'liim and I'itt. Pitt township in- 
cluded all (lie region lying north and wesl of the Ohio ami Allegheny. 
Moon, St. Clair and Mifflm embraced the territory south of the Ohio and 
west of the Mon.mgahela to the Washington Comity line. Elizabeth com- 
piled the territory between the Monongahela and Youghiogheny. Ver- 
sailles and Plum covered the territory along the Westmoreland line from 
the Youghiughcny to the Allegheny. Before 1S00 seven other lownshi|W 
were furmed, Fayette ami Robinson on the south side and Deer, Indiana, 
< IhlOj Ross arid I'inc on the north. 

The following description of Allegheny County at the beginning of 
the century is taken from •• A tin-graphical Description of Pennsylvania, 
also of the Counties and Population," etc., by Joseph Scott, author of the 
L'mttJ Stales Gaitttttr, etc , which was published at Philadelphia in 
1806. 

■•A fertile county • » • » ♦ 361; miles in length by 36 
miles in breadth • » • * • || contained in 1 790 10, 1 50 free per- 
sons and 159 slaves, and in 1800, 15,017 free persons and 70 slaves. 
• • • • » No county in live slate has so many navigable rivers flow- 
ing through it. • • * • • The land* arc pretty generally fertile 
ami well timliercd. In some places the soil is thin. Mines of iron and 
1 'opjiei have been discovered. In several places there is great abundance 
ol ro.il, A furnace has lieen elected williin a few miles of Pittslmrg. At 
a short distance from the banks of the river in many places are lofly 
eminence! of considerable height. The whole face of the country is 
agreeably variegated with hills." 

The early surveyors do not appear to have l>een favorably impressed 
with the topography of the county. David Reddick, who was one of the 
leading men in Western Pennsylvania, and who assisted in laying out the 
state lands where the city of Allegheny now stands, wrote in a letter to 
President Franklin under date of February 19. 1787 : " On Tuesday last 
I went with several gentlemen to fix on the s[KH for laying out the town 
opposite Pittsburg, and at the s-ime lime took a general review of the track, 
and find it far inferior to expectations, although I had been M stranger to 
it. There is sevme pretty good low giouud on the rivets Ohio and Allegheny, 
but there is a small prn]x>rtion of dry land which appears any way valua- 
ble, either for timlier or soil, it abounds with high hills, deep hollows, 
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almost inaccessible to a surveyor. I am of the opinion that if the inhabi- 
tants of the moon arc capable of receiving the same advantages from the 
OKA which we do from their world, I say, if it be so, this far famed 
track of land would afford a variety of Iwautiful lunar spots, not unworthy 
the eye of a philosopher. 1 canno* think that ten acre lots on such pits 
and hills will profitably meet with purchasers, unless, like a pig in a poke, 
it be kept out of view." 

Though the topographical aspect of Allegheny County may be as 
rough as the face of the moon the forebodings of this early surveyor were 
not well founded. The hills arc storehouses of mineral wealth and the 
valleys are avenues for ils transportation. 

Though its setting be rough, Allegheny County is the richest jewel in 
Pennsylvania's crown. 

WEALTH AND RESOURCES. 

Allegheny County is the centre nf a region the richest In natural re- 
sources on the globe. Nature gave this region a rough and rugged surface. 
The area of ground suitable for cultivation is small, hut nature has more 
than compensated for the barrenness of the surface by the incomparable 
richness of the treasures beneath. In and almnt Allegheny County lies 
the richest bituminous coal deposit on the globe. Here also arc vast reser- 
voirs of |>e(roleum and of natural gas, and the clayey soil, which the hus- 
Iftanduiau despised, furnishes the very best material in the world for the 
manufacture of bricks and of pottery. The arable land in the fertile 
valleys makes up in the richness of its soil what it lack! in area, and the 
many lines of transportation facilities bring to the markets of ihc county 
an abundance of the finest larm and garden produce. 

The mineral wealth of the c ounty ami of the territory about, which 
was included within its original limits, is of ■ value almost beyond human 
conception. The value of the bituminous coal field has been estimated by 
competent authority at above JSo.oco.coo.ooo, an imperial treasure of 
which the I'cniis, who bought this whole region from the Indians lor 
$ 10,000. little dreamed. Far beyond ils intrinsic worth this coal deposit 
has been of inestimable vali.e to Allegheny County, liccause to it is directly 
due the existence of those great manufactories of iron, steel and glass 

urhich profitably empty many million* of capital and many thousands of 



workmen and furnish an annual product the value of which is many hun- 
dreds of millions. Then, too, the handling of this vast product of nature 
ami of art has built up and developed the largest ami most |<erfecl syslcm 
of rail and water transportation enjoyed by any district un the globe. 

There are in the county more navigable water way^ than in any other 
county in the state or in any district of similar sue 111 the world. Here 
are the headwaters of the Ohio, and from this as a starting point are more 
than 20,000 mdes of inland navigation on natural water courses, on the 
Ohio, Mississippi, Missouri, Red, Arkansas, Illinois and other rivers tribu- 
uiy to the Mississippi system. From the headwaters of the Ohio there 
is direct communication with the gull and direct shipments have been 
made from Allegheny County to Atlantic purls and even across the ocean 
on vessels built in Allegheny County shipyards. The Allegheny, live 
MononL;alicla anil the Youghiogheny, the main streams which unite to 
form the Ohio, bring to and through the county the products of the region 
beyond and furnish natural highways of commerce which M convenience 
and economy are without an equal. From Allegheny County is shipped 
the greater proportion by far of the coal supply of the entire Ohio and 
Mississippi valleys. Cincinnati, St. Louis, Iamisvillc and New Orleans 
depend chiefly upon this Source for their coal supply, and from this dis- 
trict also is slup|>ed the greater part of the coal supply for lake points. 
Human science and industry have improved and developed these great 
natural highways. 

To facilitate the coal shipments private enterprise constructed an im- 
mense system of dams along the Monongahela, which penetrates the heart 
of the bituminous coal territory, and the national government has made 
great improvement! on the Ohio. I Jtely, through the efforts of the pro- 
ducers, manufacturers ami shippers of Allegheny County, as represented 
in the Pittsburg Chamtwr of Commerce, plans for the further improvement 
and extension of water transportation have lieen perfected, and Congress 
has taken the preliminary steps to bring this great system of waterways 
entirely under national control and ils development is to lie undertaken by 
the national government under a congressional appropriation and is to l>e 
carried out on a scale befitting its national importance. The Monongahela, 
w ith ils system of dams now controlled by a corporation which charge* 
toll, is to W purchased by the United States and made free. Further im- 
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provcnient* are to 1* made on the Ohio to facilitate navigation, ami in 
connection with these improvements, and of even greater importance, a 
great canal is to 1* built from Lake Kiie to the Ohio, which will, with the 
rivers, make a continuous waterway fiorn the lakes to the gulf. Willi the 
cumptctiou of this canal, which will be a matter of only a few years. 
Pittsburg, the commercial centre of the county w ill become the most im- 
portant inland port on the globe, and here will concentrate not only the 
commerce of this vast mining anil manufacturing district, but of the gre.it 
granaries of the West, which will (iml their natural and most convenient 
outlet through the lakes and the canal, bringing a reciprocity of interest 
which cannot fad to still further increase the rich resources of Allegheny 
County. 

In connection with the vast coal supply w hich is the most valuable in 
itself of the many natural resource* of this legion is tlte manufacture of 
coke, and m and alioitt Allegheny County is the greatest coke producing 
region in llie world. The coal and coke interests arc estimated to 
represent an invested capital uf upnaidsof 5ao.ooo,ooo ill lands, collieries, 
etc. The annual product is valued at first band at alwvc 5jo.ooo.ooo 
and employment is furnished to an average of 34,000 workmen. 

The oil f>elds, first developed by Allegheny County enterprise ami 
brought to this region a wealth and .1 Time tlt.it rivalled the discovery of 
gold in California, and they have perhajis l*-cn of more value to the 
nation. The oil field* in ibis region ban been pretty thoroughly sur- 
veyed by the best experts, yet to day new well* are constantly being 
opened in new districts and with unexpectedly rich rcsullv The founda- 
tion of many Allegheny Cutintv forimiiM wa> laid in the oil fields and, next 
to c«»al, oil has probably mule a larger permanent addition lo the wealth 
and resources of Allegheny County than any other one of the many 
natural products h(fc found. Kroin the oil ficMs about here immense pipe 
lines carry to the sealmard, ami in c\cry direction the crude petroleum, 
which in the process of refining yields a variety of products of inestimable 
value to mankind. 

The most recent discovery in the natural resources of the county and 
one of the most wonderful in its nature and nwst im|H>rtant in its value, is 
natural gas, that invisible element which now feeds the furnaces of the 
great iron, steel ami glass manufactories, and which furnishes light, heat 



and fuel in the homes and in the workshops of the county. This wonder- 
ful gift of nature, by its convenience and economy gives the manufacturers 
of this district an advantage over all ollieis which insures to Allegheny 
County the jicrinanence of its supremacy as the chief manufacturing 
centre of i!ie continent. 

The convenience of the fuel supply gave the first impetus to the iron 
and steel industry in the county. The iron manufacturers with an 
abundance of fuel at their very doors had an advantage in economy of 
production that was not enjoyed by those of any other district. In many 
cases the coal was shoveled direct from the mines into the furnaces and in 
all the manufactories had the advantage of fuel at a minimum cost. 

The utilization of natural gas gave the manufacture™ another and 
even greater advantage. In addition to economy of fuel they gained In- 
fection of product and with natural gas as a fuel they produce the finest 
steel and glass in the world. 

All over the county are great iron foundries and steel furnaces in con- 
stant operation day and night every day in the year, and from the almost 
countless slacks rises a pillar of smoke by day and a pillar of flame by 
night, the visible token of that tireless and sleepless energy which makes 
this the greatest manufacturing district on the globe. To the traveler 
through this region, whetlier by boat or rail, the scene is one never to l>c 
forgotten. The natural scenery is nigged and picturesque, and with it 
the great factories combine to form a harmonious picture, the counterpart 
of which the world does not produce. It is a picture which leaves on 
ihe mind the impression of a marvellous force, of Nature in her rough 
majesty and of the wondrous power of man, which has liarnr»sed the 
Titanic forces of Nature and has made them most oltedicnt servants. 

The great blast furnaces of Allegheny County are fed with coke 
made in this district from mines operated by Allegheny County capital 
and with natural gas brought here by the same local enterprise whirli has 
lieen so successful in utilizing; natural advantages and overcoming natural 
obstacles, and their product is the finest in the world. The consumption 
of pig iron in the manufactories of Allegheny County Hi estimated at one- 
quarter of the total production in the United States, which in the last 
year amounted to upwards of 9,000,000 tons. 

Allegheny County is the chief centre of glass manufacturing on this 
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continent, and the glass manufacturers of this district make tlve largest 
and most varied assortment of goods in the world. The use of natural 
gas gives thctu an advantage over all districts which have not the benefit 
of this incomparable fuel, and the product of their factories has a purity 
and a perfection of finish which cannot lie duplicated elsewhere and 
which insures to Allegheny County a permanence of supremacy in this 
industry as well as in the manulacturc of iron and steel. 

The red clay which is found in abundance in Allegheny County is 
the best materia) in the world for Wick making, and this industry 11 .is 
reached important proportions, especially w ith the great impetus in build- 
ing in recent years There are many large brick making establishments 
in the county and the principal ones are equipped with the latest machin- 
ery and use the most improved methods of manufacturing. The quality 
of the brick here made is no* surpassed anywhere and it is the generally 
■CCCf) ted building material, giving a beauty anil substantiality to the 
buildings which is HI harmony with the oilier i haracletistics of the county. 
The product includes all varieties of building brick and fire brick and the 
immense deposits of fire clay arc of the greatest convenience and value to 
the manufacturers of iron, steel and glass. 

The distilling interests of the county are extensive and important and 
in fact distilleries were among the earliest industries here established. In 
Colonial limes the Monongahela valley was noted, as it is to-day, for the 
quantity and quality of its whiskey. The early settlers raised far more 
grain than they could use themselves anil the difficulty of profitably dis- 
posing of it led to llie establishing of distilleries as the nuwt convenient 
and profitable method of utilising their grain cro|». At the < lose of the 
Revolution the distiiieries furnished one of the principal souicesof revenue 
to the farmers and it was this fact which led lo the whiskey insurrection 
of 1791. when the sturdy people, who had just won the struggle for 
their lilierties, misled the imposition of the excise tax, regarding it as an 
oppression. This trouble, which threatened to make a dark |»gc in the 
Mltuqr of Western Pennsylvania, was happily settled without bloodshed. 
There are many large distilleries in the valleys to day and their product 
is of the finest quality. 

The well wooded mountains and hillsides furnished an abundance of 
timber for the early settlers and, although the available supply of timber 



is decreasing each year, the lumber trade continues to lie an important 
one in Allegheny County. The lumber which came down in the spring 
of 1896 from the Allegheny and its tributaries, the Clarion, Red Hank, 
Tionesta I'rcek and the Mahoning, approximated 5,000,000 feel and though 
less 111 the aggregate quantity than the year before, was superior In quality. 

Ill the manufacture of tobacco, Allegheny County has long Iweu 
prominent ami this industry has assured important proportions. The 
fame of Piilsbuig "tobies," which have long been jicculiar to this section, 
has spread abroad in the land since the World's Fair at Chicago and the 
Atlanta Exposition, at which ihc patriotic tourists from Allegheny County 
excited first curiosity and then envy by their persistent fondness for their 
favorite "smokers." and these long, slender cigars are now to be found at 
tobacconists from New York to California. 

The brewing interests of the county arc also valuable and important, 
ami several large and successful breweries supply a big local demand with 
a fine qualily of beer. 

In miscellaneous manufactures, the list is almost endless and shows 
alike the versatility of Allegheny County enterprise and the favorable facil- 
ities here afforded for almost any industry. 

Here is located the largest tork factory in the world, employing from 
1000 to taoo hands, and having an annual output valued at upwards of 
£1,000,000. 

There are a large number of tanneries and their total production is 
estimated at J5.0co.000 per year, while they furnish employment to 1000 

hands. 

TJic manufacture of pig lead and of white lead is here conilurled on 
an extensive scale and the plants here located are among the finest in the 
world. The ores and lose bullion arc brought here from Colorado, Mon- 
tana, Utah ami Idaho and in the process of manufac ture a Urge amount of 
gold and silver is obtained. 

Men and capital frnm Allegheny Connly first developed the Ijke 
Superior copper mines and among the successful industries heated in the 
country are cop|>er mills where metal from l.akc Superior ores is rolled ; 
bronze manufacture which has vastly increased in quantity and qualily 
since the industry was fairly established here in 1884, and brass foundries 
and the manufacture of fine brass ware also flourish. 
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The manufacture of metal aluminum for commercial pnrposis was first 
established in the Unite*! States in Allegheny Comity in 1888, am! the 
concern is now the largest in the world 111 this line anil practically con- 
trols the market in this country. 

The manufacture of shoes In this county is of great ami growing pro- 
portions, and Pittsburg is one of the chief centres of the shoe naile west of 
the Allcghanics. 

In this county, too, are located the great Westinghouse works, which 
represent one of the largest aggregations of capital ami industry to be 
found anywhere in the world- Here the magic of electricity combines 
with the highest trained mechanical skill in the production of mas 
sive machinery, the most powerful locomotives and the most delicate 
mechanism*. The concentration of these works at ICist 1'ittsburg ami 
Wilmerding has built up two thriving boroughs in Allegheny County ami 
ha* furnished the most pcrfcit electrical and mechanical plants in the 

world* 

Allegheny County is the centre of an immense wholesale trade which 
covers a vast and populous territory, Including all of Western Pennsylvania 
and Kastcm Ohio and extending down the Ohio valley to West Virginia, 
also taking in parts of Virginia anil Maryland. 

Vast as are the natural resources of Allegheny County, its greatest 
wealth lies in the intelligence and industry of its |>eaple, who have budded 
here a commercial and industrial empire that has challenged the admira- 
tion of the world. Its most precious products are its brainy men. who 
have helped to nuke, not only the history of the county but of the nation. 
'Hie development of the resources of the county has produced many multi- 
millionaries, who have amassed their fortunes by starling at the lowest 
round of the ladder. In achievements in mining and engineering, this 
county leads the wmld. Here were raised John A. Roebling and Cec.rgc 
Weilinghouse anil the famous Ferris wheel at the Chicago World's K.iii 
was the product of the genius of an Allegheny County engineer. Alle- 
gheny County men ami capital are to day developing coal fields in Texas 
and silver mines in the far west, and certain it is that 110 one district has 
done or is doing so much to advance the wealth and pn» liljj of the 
country as a whole. 
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THE COAL AND COK£ INTERESTS. 

The coal mines of Allegheny County, which are the foundation of its 
development and of Us permanence asa manufacturing centre, merit special 
attention. Coal was lirst mined to supply domestic needs and the first 
ircord of coal mining in this county dates from i?6o, when the soldiers at 
Fort l'itt obtained the coal supply for the garrison from Coal Hill on the 
opposite side of the Mntiongahela, now known as Ml. Washington. 

The lieginuing of coal mining as a |x-ruunent industry dates from 1 784, 
and in the eaily years thcie was difficulty 111 getting an outside market. 
In the beginning of the shipbuilding industry on the Allegheny vessels 
going down the rivers and around to Philadelphia for cargo often carried 
coal as ballast. In 180.5 coal taken as ballast to Philadelphia sold thereat 
37)j cents a bushel. In 1795 a coal mine was opened at Mincrsville, 
now the Thirteenth Ward of Pittsburg. In 1796 a coal mine was opened 
on the east side of the V'oughiogheny, near Kohbins nation. In 1828 
J unes Hays began mining coal on the Monongahela River on the borders 
uf Mifflin Township. In 1817 shipments down the river had begun, and 
in 1845 the coal trade really began to boom, 

The coal fields in Allegheny County and the adjacent territory are 
practically inexhaustible They have been carefully surveyed and the es- 
timates of experts show that at the present rate of depletion the coal will 
not be exhausted for 7,000 years. 

The Pillsbmg bituminous roal bed, Ihe name by which this coal de- 
posit is generally known, covers an area fifty miles square in the south- 
western part of the state It is easily Accessible in the hillsides and alxive 
Ihe water level. The average thickness of the vein is about eight feet, 
giving an average production of 8,000.000 tons In the square mile. 

This ccal is free burning and for making steam, for manufacturing 
gis and for general fuel ami heating purposes is not rivalled by any coal in 
ihe world. 

The development of the coal it duMry gave the first impetus to river 
navigation, and the swift current of the Ohio alToided a convenient avenue 
of transportation to the west and south. Barges ami flat lioats were the 
first vessels used. Ijier came keel boats and with the advent of steam- 
boats—the first one of which was built at PiitsUilg in tSi 1 — the- problem

of navigating up the rivers as well as down was solved and the cnal carry- 
ing trade on the rivers steadily increased. It grew with the growth of the 
population along the riven and in the country to the west and this dis- 
trict furnishes the coal supply for the whole length of the Ohio and 
Mississippi to the gulf and for the great and populous territury reached by 
the Mississippi tributaries. 

The cual shipments down the river reached the amount of 116,240,- 
31 j bushels in a year, of which 56,000,000 bushels or neatly one half, 
comes from Allegheny County. The Monongahcla River, from which this 
vast amount or coal comes is the tichest freight producing stream in the 
world. The river carrying trade represents an investment oi $10,000,000 
in capital and furnishes direct employment to 20,000 people in mines, 
boats and offices and indirectly employs many thousands more. There are 
one hundred steam tow boats and 4.000 coal barges anil Hats engaged in the 
river coal trade. Of the total river shipments, Cincinnati, Iawsville and 
St. lx>uis take a large proportion and 25,000,000 bushels go down the 
Mississippi to New Orleans. One tow boat on (he Ohio takes a low of 
300,000 bushels, equal 10 the capacity of ten railroad trains of thirty two 
cars each. On the Mississippi one tow will takeover 1.000,000 bushels or 
the equivalent uf sixty train loads. The cost of transportation by river is 
only one third of a cent per ton, which is but an insignificant fraction of 
the cost of rail transportation. The Pittsburg Coal Exchange is at the 
head of the river traffic. 

To facilitate coal shipments on the Monongahcla, which flows through 
the heart of the cool fields, a system of dams was constructed on the river 
to maintain a sufficient depth of water to float the boats at all seasons. 
This work was 1*gnn in 1843 by private enterprise and is maintained by 
the Monongahcla Navigation Company, which obtains its revenue by loll 
charges. Through the efforts of the coal operators ami the Pittsburg 
Charnlier of Commerce, the National Government is to purchase the rights 
of the Navigation Company and improve and maintain the dams. Navi- 
gation on the river will he made free anil the cost of transportation will lie 
materially lessened. Private enterprises liegan the improvement of navi- 
gation on the upper Ohio by the construction of dams, and this work has 
already passed into the hand* of the National Government and is to lie 
still further extended. 



Thil territory also furnishes an immense rail carrying trade in coal. 
Accurate figures of the present tonnage of rail shipments ore not available 
for the past year, but the heaviest shipments are to l-ake points, Cleveland, 
Toledo and Buffalo taking immense quantities, ami large shipments are 
made by rail to other I-akc and western points as well as to the east and 
south. The cost of rail transportation is much greater than by water, but 
the railroads run direct to the mines, where live cars are loaded and the 
operators of rail mines are afforded the best possible shipping facilities. 

The trade to Lake points will be still further extended by the con- 
struction of the Ohio and Lake Erie ship canal, which will have its river 
terminus at Pittsburg. The canal will be 130 miles long and the estimated 
com of its construction is J25.ooo.ooo. It is expected that it will be 
opened to traffic by 1902. It will afford passage to vessels of fifteen feet 
draught and will reduce the cost of coal carrying to the Lake more than 
one half. 

Important as this great coal shipping commerce is to Allegheny 
County, the greater value of the cual fields to this district is in the impe- 
tus which they have given to manufacturing, and more especially that of 
iron and steel- The furnaces and factories here located consume immense 
qualities of cnal, and although the introduction of natural fuel gas has 
largely reduced the local consumption of coal, the local market is still one 
of vast importance. Coal is usetl in the blast furnaces for which natural 
gas is not available and it will continue to be one of the principal fuel sup- 
plies. 

This soft free burning coal has only one objectionable feature. Burned 
under the ordinary conditions, which heretofore prevailed, it gives a dense 
black smoke, which pours forth from the huge furnace stacks in over- 
whelming clouds. It was this fact which gave to Pittsburg the name of 
the " Smoky City " and up to a few years ago dense showers of soot fell 
continuously. Now this nuisance is being alated by the introduction of 
smoke-consumers, tlve use of which is enforced in the city by municipal 
regulations and wlmh are being generally adopted for reasons of economy 
as well. 

The mining of coal in this district is conducted in the most scientific 
and economical manner, and nowhere in the world has the o|icration of 
coal mines reached such high perfection. The coal vein is easy of access, 
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country, being preeminently ilie best fuel yet discovcreil for lion smelting 



being located in the lulls above the water level, and the depth of the vein 
and the soft nature of the coal serve to facilitate operation. The men en- 
gaged in operating the mines have made a thorough study of the best 
tuethods and the system in use is the Iwst thai capital anil experience can 
supply. Mining engineering has here reached Ihe highest perfection, and 
inventive genius has provided labor saving appliances which have reduced 
the cost of production and at the same time increased the capacity of ihe 
existing plants. 

The latest improvement in mine o|ierating is the introduction of 
cle< trie appliances for lighting, transportation and cumuiunicatioii between 
different w tiuns of the mine. 

The trolly, which has effected such a revolution in surface transporta- 
tion, i* replacing the luiicnt, plodding mate, ami the cars are earned 
swil'ily between the workings and the tipple by electric motors, Electric 
lights illuminate the mine gangways and workings to the furthest depths, 
and the superintendent is in telephone comniuniialion with the principal 
stations in the mine. 

This, which only a few years ago would seem the picture of a dream is 
a condition which now actually exists in some and will in a lew years gen- 
erally prevail m all the mines of the district. 

Next to coal the most important factor in |)w development of Alle- 
gheny County as a great manufacturing iciilre is the {inexhaustible supply 
of coke. Large quantities of coke are made in the county, and the Coti- 
ncllsville district, the richest coke producing region in the world, is close 
at hand, Cuke was made in ibis region as early as 1817. but it was not 
until 1830 that the worth ami superiority of Connellsville coke had been 
practical I y demonstrated. Within a comparatively few yean, Ihe manu- 
facture of Connellsville coke has grow n to gigantic- proportions, there being 
now 1,800 ovens in existence, with an averaer daily coiwnmplion of 36,- 
000 tons of coal and producing 1.800 1 ar huiU of coal daily, the annual 
product amounting to the vast total of 10,000,000 tons, of which fully 
one-third is consumed in Allegheny County. In addition to the Con- 
nellsville product, many big concerns make their own coke, and the total 
product is thus largely increased. The total area of the Conncllsvillecokc 
region is 70,000 acres. The coal mined here is the very licst for coke 
making, and the c oke is used extensively in the blast furnaces all over the 



The coke region is enc of the most picturesque sections of Pennsyl- 
vania, and by night the light from the thousands of ovens make* a scene 
weird beyond description. The familiar beehive oven is generally used 
for coke making, but some of the big concerns which make their own 
coke have lately adopted the retort system for reducing the coal, and by 
this method many valuable products are saved which are wasted in llic 
oven process. 

Tlie Connellsville coke is remarkably free from impurities ami thus 
makes the product of the blast furnaces in which ii is used of superior 
quality. Besides the black coke used in the blast furnaces, the product of 
the Connellsville district also includes cruslted coke, which is used in 
forges and fur line slcel making, anil coke is also Extensively used fur 
heating purposes, being a clean fuel and burning to a clear ash without 
sinukc or cinders and furnishing an intense heat. 

The coal and coke industries arc compuled to represent about Sao,- 
00c. 000 of invested capital in lands, collieries, etc , an average of over 
34,000 hands is employed, and the annual product is worth over Jjo.ooo,- 
000. Indirect employment is furnished by lliese industries to many thou- 
sands more on railroads, in faclurus ami elsewhere, and whiL- the prod- 
uct is of immense value to the nation at large it is of special value to 
Allegheny Comity which is materially benefitted not only in the direct 
operation of these industries, but in the impetus which they have given 10 
manufacturing in llii-v district. 

The last quarter of a century 1ms witnessed an immense develop- 
ment in the coal and coke industries and the next few years are expected 
to furnish a still further advance. Improvements in facilities of mining 
and transportation will greatly increase the productive capacity, and the 
opening of the twentieth century will witness an immense increase in the 
coal and coke output. 

NATURAL OAS AND OIL, 

The discovery of petroleum gave jiu.im.-i tiriucndous iiiqietiil to the 
development of Allegheny Comity. In the early days of the oil fever the 
Allegheny River was the main avenue of transportation for the product, 
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and Allegheny Cuui.ty enterprise was foremost in the development of the 
oil Ik.-I.Is. 

Petroleum tiarl been known to the earl) settlers, but generations 
passed away before its commercial value was appreciated. It was first 
found in ihe salt wells ami was regarded as an ewl rather than a hlt-^suig. 
Later its healing qualities were appreciated, ami Ironi 1776 it w as sold as 
a remedy. It was not until 1S57 that Hie dewlopmcnt of the oil fields 
really began. In that year Col. Itrakc, the pioneer oil operator. Iiegan 
boring Tor oil, anil then tjcgau that remarkable development which has 
scarcely been equalled on the gloiM and rivalled lb* discovery of gold. 
Thousands flocked to the oil well whose oleaginous product afforded a 
cpnek toad to da/./ling wealth. fortune* unc made in a day aid the 
ini|iuverisli owners of unproductive farms awoke from the dull routine of 
a meagre existence to find themselves rich beyond then dreams. The 
proximity of Allegheny County to the great oil fields bionghl bete a large 
share of the resulting prosperity. AHegiicny County's enterprise and capital 
were the hrtl to develop the field and reap a * orTesponibng reward 

Through this county pdfWfil all the supping for the 10) region and 
here grew up a great business in the manufacture of oil well supplies. 
The oil discovery helped the industries of the county in many ways. 

Krom the first discovery of oil the Allegheny River furnished the 
main channel of transportation from the oil fields tor many years. The 
growth of the business was rapid. In 1859. 7,037 barrels of nil were 
sent down the Allegheny. In i860 the amount rose to 17.161 Istrrrls ; 
in im. 1 to 94.101 ami in 1865 to 1.100,000 barrels, valued at about $|J.- 
000,000 Oil refineries win- built 111 the outskirts of Pittsburg which did 
a business of f.», 000. 000 annually and a great army of boatmen and 
Icirge I milling was icipiiicd to supply the immense carrying trade. The 
r.ulrisids carried vast ipiantities of oil to the Hast 011 lank 1 ars. but this 
method of traiixiiorlalmii was exiiensivc and so vast was the production 
that it was impossible to get all the product to market, and immense tpiau- 
tities of oil went In waste It became necessary to get some means of 
storing the product, and out of this necessity CMM the pipe lines by 
whii h tin- ml is now cnnvc>ed to the seaboard. Sumc of the e.ulur pipe 
lines were built and owned by Allegheny County capital and several mere 
controlled here until a very few years ago. Now, however, the Irai.sjior- 



MiM and a l uge share of the production is controlled by the Standard 
Oil Coni|>any. The building of the pipe lines took the business of oil 
refining away front this county and caused the abandonment of the refin- 
eries already built. Itut the oil trade tctuains an iflApOfUMM factor 111 the 
commerce and wealth of the county. There are several productive uells 
in the county and its immediate vicinity anil Allegheny County capital is 
largely interested in the fields, not unly in this stale but in Wist Virginia 
and Ohio. Pittsburg remains the centie of the trade in oil well supplies, 
and several large manufactories exclusively devoted to these goods are 
l uw UCd there. 

While the great Ihkiiii days of ilie oil region have |«vsetl. the busi- 
ness of oil producing is not without its surprises and excitement at the 
picscut day. The oil prcspecturs ate constantly seiking new locations, 
and sonic of tlte wells sunk during the past year have proved vci liable 
gushers. These rune been profitable investments to lite opetatuis ami 
have caused a nisi) of speculate!* to the newly pmluctiic dislticts, with 
a sciamble for oil rights winch has reminded old timers of tire early 1'it 
hole excitement. Some of the lii hest of the new wells arc in or near 
Allegheny County. Wells in ihe old fields are still productive at n 
smaller (low, and llie pioductioll is now handled in a skilful and scientific 
manner. While the exhausting of the supply in this field seems onlj a 
ipiestion of time, oil pridnction will continue to be an important factor 
in the wealth of Allegheny County for many years to 0 me. 

Of still greater importance to Allegheny County, and of far more 
value to its manufacturers, was the utilization ol natural gas, which is 
now so generally employed as fuel ami in nearly every kind of mainifac 
luring. Natural gas i* found in the niuniy ami i* brought here even 
It, 111 Wot Virginia. Natural gas lias been known situ e 1823, wlien it 
w. s fist discovered while boring fur a salt will at Ciapnille. A piop- 
i.sitioti was then, or soon after, made to U,te lor gas and convey it through 
pipis, but the project was at that lime looked upon as visionary. The 
fnst natural gas company was started in 1875 by .1 combination of mum 
(.11 tmers. which included (Iraf, Bennett & Co.. Spang. Chalfant & Co., 
J. J. Vandergrilt, John Pilcairn, Jr., Henry Harley, W. K Vamlergrift 
ami Charles W. lialchelor, and the gas was used in the Millvale and Ktna 
mills. 
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It was not, however, until 1&84 that the systematic development of 
the natural gas product was begun. In that year Geo. Westinghouse, Jr., 
to whose genius, enterprise and executive ability the county owes 50 much 
Mtd whose influence and energy have been exerted in many useful direc- 
tions, organized the Philadelphia Company, which is now the largest gas 
Company in the world. 

Natural gas h is proved one of the richest boom to Allegheny County 
and has given an immense impetus to the development of the county and 
of a vast territory around. For manufacturing and domestic pur|ioses 
natural gas is used all over the county. As a fuel it is supcriur to any 
oilier known, as it contains a large proportion, over 90 per cent, or car- 
bnretled hydrogen, popularly known as " marsh gas." It gives an intense 
heat, which is steady as well as powerful, and can lie easily regulaicd, and 
beside* being free frum the refuse which is unavoidable in the use of coal 
or other fuel, it is almost wholly free from impurities, and is rich in the 
elements required in the manufacture of iron, steel, glass anil |x>ltery. 
lis economy and convenience arc also in its favor and it gives the maun 
factureis of Allegheny County an advantage in economy of production 
which is not equated in any other district. The remarkable polity of this 
gas as a fuel has also enabled the great iron, steel ami glass works to |»o- 
ducc goods of su|icrior ipiably and betler finish; and the steel and glass 
to day manufactured in Allegheny County are tltc best in the world. 

There are inure than 1 .000 miles uf pipe used in convey ing tlie gas 
and it is estimated that $30,000,000 are invested in its production ami 
distribution. 

While it is probable that the supply of natural gas will eventually be 
exhausted, its grneral use as fuel ami its convenience, SO which the people 
in tins district are now accustomed, will lead to the continued use of gas 
.is fuel if it can lie furnished at sufficiently low cost. This situation has 
stimulated inventive genius, ami plans are now being perfected for I he 
manufacture of gas which can lie furnished even inure cheaply than that 
from Nature's reservoirs. 

IRON AND STEEL INTERESTS. 

Hie iron ores, winch are within convenient reach of Allegheny 
County manufacturers, have 111 conjunction with the coal and coke supply 
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resulted In the development of the greatest manufacturing district in the 
world, which has within the present generation wrested from llirmingliam 
and Sheffield the prestige which they so long enjoyed anil whose products 
arc accepted as the standard of excellence in the markets uf liie world. 
Through the enterprise of Allegheny County manufacturers American 
goods now lead the world, and this district affords a most striking illus- 
tration of the possibilities of American genius. 

Iron and steel are the great servants of civilization and here in Alle- 
gheny County is the great workshop of our national progress. Here are 
made those lands of steel which join the Atlantic to the Pacific, whu h 
binds the various commonwealths in the Union as closely as dors the 
constitution and which unite every city, luwn and village in this great 
country and permit them to share in the prosperity of the nation as a 
whole. Hctc are made the materials for the machinery which gives em- 
ployment to an industrial army of millions, the implements of the hus- 
bandman, the tools of the mechanic, the necessaries of the builder; the 
bridges which span great rivers, the armor for our battleships, the ma- 
terial for our watchsprings — in fact every product of iron and steel. The 
variety of the product of the mills hrre heated ranges from the m issive 
armor plates to delicate springs weighing less than an ounce, from loco- 
motives to the lightest of scientific instruments. The iron rails for the 
great highways of trans|ioitatiun and the wirr. over which the subtle 
electric current is carries! to communicate messages or furnish light, heat 
and power are here manufactured. 

The mighty fucs of the furnaces, which arc scattered all over Alle- 
gheny County, hum unqiicnchcd day and night from one civil of the year 
to the oilier, year after year, and are symbolic of that tireless energy which 
has hcic built up the greatest manufacturing district on the globe. 

'Hie manufacture of iron was begun in Allegheny County November 
I, 1790, at Jacobs' Creek. A blast furnace was established in 1791, at 
Shady side, now in Pittsburg. The first iron foundry was established in 
1803, at Pittsburg, by Joseph McClurg. In 1807 there were three nail 
mills in operation. In 1811 Christopher Cowan built the first rolling mill 
at Pcnn Avenue anil Cei il alley, Pittsburg. In 1X18 the second rolling 
mill was located near the Tenth Street bridge. Here was done the first 
successful puddling and here angle iron was first rolled in the United 
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State*. The Juniata iron mills, now Shoenberger's, were established at 
Fifteenth Street in 1814. The Sligo iron mill*, now ojicratcd by l'hillq>s, 
Nimick iV Co., were established in 1835. 

The manufacture of steel was begun at Broadmeadnw in 1819, and 
Mother Mod works was started in 1831. G. and J. H. Shocnbcrgcr began 
the nianufai lure of steel 111 1833. The production of cast steel was begun 
in 1841. In 1840 the manufacture of wrought iron pipe was inaugurated. 
The Edgar Thompson -Steel Works at Braddock, which cover 154 acres, 
were started in 1873, and 8 tcJt w, " ts ■> Homestead date their incep- 
tion from 1875. 

The early steel manufacturers ill Allegheny County were beset with 
many difficulties. There was a deep scaled prejudice in favor of English 
steel and the infant industry made slow progress The civil war gave the 
needed impetus to the demand for iron and steel and the Nation turned to 
Allegheny County for its supply. The manufai Hirers needed only an 
opportunity and a market for their products to demonstrate their capacity. 
The development "I the steel industry dales from 1860-4 *ud during ilus 
period the manufacturers of this district produced dee) which was admitted 
to equal anything imported. 

'Hie iron and steel products of live various concerns in Allegheny 
County now include armor plate, nickel steel, open hearth, Bessemer steel, 
bloomers, billets, slabs, plates for boilers, Bessemer steel rails, car forcings, 
merchant, bar, hoop and band iron, tank and sheet iron, wrought iron 
pipes, boiler tulies, steel tubing, structural iron, bridge rods and angles, 
wire nails, screw, strap and butt hinges, coil and cable chain, steel crow- 
lurs, steel wedges, picks, mattocks, grub hoes, shovels and scoops, plows, 
sledges and hammers, blacksmiths' vises, wagon hardware, railway special- 
lies, car wheels, spikes, Killers, tanks, riveted pipe, wagon and carriage 
axles, car, carnage and seat springs, nails anil horseshoes, heavy mil] 
machinery, slranilio.it machinery, engines, loo >motives, barbed wire, dyna- 
mos, wire cable, and in fact almost every conceivable product of iron and 
steel. 

More than one half of the Bessemer steel, of the rolled iron and steel, 
of the rails and of the plates ami sheets made in the United States are here 
manufactured. There are here twenty-six blast furnaces ami sixty-two 
rilling mills, producing annually 1,775.157 tons of pig iron, 55,71a tons 



of crucible steel ingots, 1.550,252 tons of all other kinds of steel 1.188, 
727 tons of rails, lurs, bolts, rods, sha|ies and skelp iron, and 348,369 
tons of sheets and plates, making a total product ul steel and iron of 
4,818.320 tons. There are five concerns in the county engaged 111 the 
manufacture of wrought iron ami steel pipe and tidies, jnd one of these is 
the laigcst in the world. The five produce seventy per cent, of all the 
pipe and boiler tabes made in the United Stales, the yearly output being 
about 410,000 tons, or about 63.000 miles of tubing, varying in sue from 
one-eighth of an inch to twenty-four niches in diameter. 

The plants here located for the manufacture of iron and steel are the 
largest and finest in the world. Hie capacity of one plant for the manu 
facture of steel rail* exceeds sixteen miles of single track per dav. In this 
county is the largest Ik-ssemer plant 111 the United States. The largest 
car spring works in the country ore located here and the total output of 
car, carriage ami seat springs amounts to 14.500 tons per year. In ore 
month the »everal plants of a great 1 orporation. capitalized at 525.000,000, 
have producer! 100,000 tons of pig iron from Spiegel and fcrro-mangauese 
ores, 100,000 tons of coke anil 50,000 tons of limestone. In addition 
there was made ami (hipped a finished product of over 100,000 tons, con- 
sisting of open hearth ami Bessemer steel blooms, billets, slalis, plates for 
Ixiilers. Iwidges, tanks and various structural shapes, Bessemer steel rails 
from sixteen to eighty five pounds per yard, ear forgings ami wire nails 
and from twenty to eight). live 1 arhods of material are handled every day. 
All this is the record of a single cotporation in a single month. 

It is estimated that the pig iron consumed in this county equals aUmt 
one quarter of the total production of the United States, which was esti- 
mated for 1895 at 9.000,000 ions, and the total production of pig iron 
here in 1S95 amounted to 3,068,151 tons, while the production of crucible 
and other steel amounted for the same period to nrarly ?, 000, 000 tons. 
In the same year the production of l.url>ed wire here amounted to 50,000 
tons, sufficient to build a fitc strand fence nearly 60.000 miles long, or 
Mult than twice ami a quarter times around the globe, 

In heavy mill machinery, car castings, steamboat machinery, etc., 
the manufacturers here arc unrivalled. Boilers and tanks form another 
most important department, and the count* is such a vast workshop that 
the l.fcal and nearby demand alone for boilers has assumed proportion! of 
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great magnitude, and the numerous and extensive establishments devoted 
to this branch of industry ship their products all over the wurld. 'l"hc 
manufacture of steel locomotive and steamboat boilers is also a prominent 
industry. They arc found on every navigable river west of the Allcghcnies 
and on the rivers of Sooth America as well. 

The oil trade has also greatly stimulated this industry and the largest 
proportion of the great oil storage tanks are made here. Tliese are mam- 
moths, ranging from 10,000 to 40,000 barrel* capacity, and the aggregate 
tankage of the oil regions is estimated at ,50,000.000 barrels. 

The highest grade of tool steel extant is produLcd in this county and 
here are located the largest manufacturers of fine tool steel in the world. 
The plant of this great concern, (he Mack Diamond Steel Works, covers 
thirteen acres and includes plate, copj>er and liar mills, and thirty-six 
stc.im hammers, and the largest crucible steel plant in the world with an 
Output of 140,000 tons annually. 'Die tool steel nude here has virtually 
supplanted that of the English makers in the edge tool factories of the 
United Stales and Canada and is also largely used in England, Germany 
and Sweden. 

Locomotives, car wheels, cars, springs, splice l»rs, nut locks, etc, 
represent a growingly important class of manufacture. A small rail fasten- 
ing, weighing but one ounce, has come into such demand as to alone con- 
sume several thousand tons of steel during the last few years, while one 
concern turns rut over thirty tons of elliptic springs per day and two others 
the tune weight in coil springs. 

Locomotives made here, from the fast express or heavy mogul down 
to the baby mine engine are found in use all over the country, and in a 
word there is no requirement of a railroad in iron or steel that is not here 
produced of better quality and more cheaply than anywhere else. 

In the manufacture of equipment) for electric railways this county 
also leads. Motors, controllers and trolleys are here manufactured as well 
as wire and poles, and a very large proportion of the electric lines in 
operation in the United States use equipments manufactured in this county, 
while large quantities are exported to other countries. 

This county also is the chief centre of tin plate manufacture in the 
United States, and the tin plate here produced is equal in quality to the 
imported article. The cost of production however is greater owing to the 



higher wages paid in this country than abroad. The tin plate manu- 
facture is an industry of very recent origin in this country, and its gruuih 
and the perfection which has been reached in the product furnish a striking 
evidence of the enterprise and skill of our manufacturers, 

The heaviest iron roll ever made was turned out in this county, and 
it may lie mentioned by way of contrast that a workman in one of the 
mills here rolled iron so thin that il look 1,500 leaves to make an inch in 
thickness. 

All that capital, enterprise and skill can accomplish in the perfec- 
tion of manufacturing plants is illustrated here. The great manufactories 
which here lead the world were not builded in a day, and the- largest of 
them represent an outlay ol many millions made before they were put in 
successful operation. To produce the first one of the great steel girders now 
in such common use required an outlay of millions, and a business courage 
born of a supreme confidence in the unlimited powers of American genius. 

The workmen employed in the great iron and steel industries of this 
county arc intelligent and industrious. They are men of brain as well as 
brawn, and they form an industrial population which affords a magnificent 
illustration of the dignity and intelligence of American labor. 

The market for the iron and sicel manufacturers of Allegheny 
County is the entire world. The products of die factories here located 
are sold all over the United States and Canada, in Mexico, in South 
America, in Central America, in Europe, 111 Asia, in Africa, in Australia. 
The mining machinery made here is the best In the world, and is being 
used in the development of the South African gold field'. In Kurope and 
Australia the products of Allegheny County mills arc stqierscding goods of 
English make anil are recognized as of superior quality. 

The results of an accurate survey of the industrial field slum' that 
this country will in 1896 make more Bessemer steel, more steel rails, and 
more open hearth steel than in any previous year, and Allegheny County 
prominently holds the lead in this vitally important interest. The future 
outlook for the steel manufactures of this district is thus bright with pros- 
pects of the most tangible and favorable character, wealth, talent and ex- 
perience have all been enlisted in the cause of progress. The improve- 
ments anil inventions of our mechanics is fast wresting from manufacturers 
of iron and steel in England, Scotland and Germany, the supremacy of the 
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world's trade and rendering (his continent forever independent in the 
manufacture uf iron ud steel. 

The completion of the Ohio ami I jke Erie ship canal within the 
next few yean will bring to the manufacturers of this county the rich ores 
Of the lake district at I greatly reduced cost and will further emphasize the 
permanence of this county as the centre of iron and steel manufacture. 

C1LASS MANUFACTURING. 

The manufacture of glass was one of the earliest industries established 
in the county and is to-day one of the most important. Allegheny County 
it the chief centre of the glass industry on this continent and controls the 
American market. The glass here made is the finest in the world and 
ris als that from the great glass nuking factories of Kuropc which was for 
centuries the standard of the world. 

The first glass works was located in Pittsburg in 1795 by James 
O'llara and Isaac Craig, ami the industry has, in common with other 
enterprises located in the county, made a most marvelous progress. 

Like the ir..n anil steel industry, glana making in Allegheny County 
received a tremendous impetus during the war ami from that period on the 
county lias controlled the market in this country. The us* of natural gas 
as fuel gave the manufacturers here a further advantage by reducing the 
cost of production ami at the same time improving the quality of the pro- 
duct, giving it a perfection that cannot be equalled elsewhere in 
brilliancy, transparency and delicate shades of color. 

Fresh advances have also tieen made in the art of introducing the de- 
sired coloring materials to achieve the l>est results. Our manufacturers 
now make the must varied assortment of goods in the world, with a finer 
diversity of colors, using <everal tints not pr<«luccd elsewhere, inclusive of 
the Oelcbreled golden and silver bur*. The stylishcharactersof the novelties 
of 1X96, has set experts talking The new satin finish is a wonderful out- 
come of using natural gas, and the leading houses are now competing w ith 
the finest s|iecimens of Limoges, Carlsbad, Bohemian, Jewel, and other 
famous foreign wares. Artistic designs arc plentiful that no foreign house 
has attempted. These ate produced in all imaginable colors ; there arc 
lines of the finest cut glass and engraved wares, while some of the recent 
Venetian wares are paragons of beauty both in colors and decoration. 



In porcelains, pearl and thinner wares of this description similar per- 
fection has been attained. 

The plate glass made in this county is recognized as being of a 
texture and transparency superior to the best Krench plate and is used in 
the finest buildings in preference to the imported. The county is to day 
the leading centre of plate glass making in the world. Its seven immense 
factories have a yearly capacity of 1 j, 500,000 square feet, or an amount 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the entire country, and this product 
is equal and in many reflects superior to the imported. The plate glass 
industry alone represents an investment of mure than ,<to ,000,000. and 
gives a home market to more than $500,000 worth of raw material each 
year, which is produced in this district. Mure than 5.000 people arc 
ditcctly employed in seven factories which indirectly furnish employment 
to many thousands more. This branch of the glass industry has lieen of 
immense importance to the entire country as the product is furnished at 
one-third the price formerly charged for imported glass. 

Besides plate glass the branches of glass manufacture here conduc ted 
include crystal or table glass ware, flint or druggists' wart*, window glass, 
pjeen glass and chimneys. More than twenty factories arc engages! in the 
manufacture of flint and lime glass. The annual production of tableware 
is over J5.000 tons, one firm above making neatly 30,000.000 tumblers. 
The annual product of bottles is upward of 60. 000. coo, and of lampchim- 
neys 40,000,000, or about twenty-five per cent, of the total product 111 the 
United States. 

The intelligent workmen in our glass factories have reached a skill in 
their difficult and exacting work which is not equalled elsewhere, and here, 
as in other branches of manufacture, the intelligence of the labor employed 
has been a prime factor in giving to Allegheny County the preeminence 
which it holds. 

Art glass work and the production of stained, colored and decorated 
glass has als.) been successfully established in Allegheny County, and there 
are several great establishments engaged in these lines of artistic manufac- 
ture whose prod OCt hie a high reputation. 

The skill of Allegheny County glass workers has been frequently 
shown to the public at the exhibitions of the Pittsburg Exposition Society 
and was displayed to the admiration of the entire world at the Columbian 
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Expo»in«n at Chicago whcte the ma u u i.»ct « rt rs oCFitUburg made an exhibit 
winch iiuit newi before bent equalled nit thb cuntiiieut and which must 

strikingly dispt.iyed the results of American enterprise and American genius. 

TRANSPORTATION FACIUITIKS ; HAIL, RIVER AND CANAL. 

Allegheny County enjuvs facilities of transportation such .is are pee* 
scssed by no other district in the world Al Pittsburg i» the ituol iit>i»>r 
tant railroad centre on lite glol>c, and through the county run two nublc 
river* which unite al PittsUirg In lorin the majestic Ohio. 

Tlie early tide of emigration from Eastern Pennsylvania and Western 
New Yolk and from Virginia on the s. uih lolluwcd the cikiisc of the i nets 
and then of the mountain streams to the crest of the Allcghanics From 
the head water* of I lie Susipiehanna the early emigrants crossed to the head 
■■ten of the Allegheny near the Northern lakes, from the Frankstuwn 
branch <>l the Juniata they croiscd to the Coiicmaugh, ami Irom ti e Kavs 
town hranch to Stony and Pine Creeks, and the Ivoyalhanita. From the 
north branch of the Potomac they went i p Wills Creek and over the Castle- 
tn.ii) and the Yuughiogheuy Rivers. From the liead waters of the south 
brain h of the Potomac they crowd to the head water* of the Cheat and 
Tigart valley rivers in tin heart of Virginia. All these sttramsoti the western 
slope of the Alleghany Mountain* llowed into the Allegheny anil Monon- 
gahela Rivers and lhn» these various stream* of immigration from Western 
New York down to the eastern shore of Virginia were caught by these two 
river* and floated down to the Ohio. 

Through this territory ran many important Indian trail* ami during 
the Reach and Indian war great military roads were built which later 
afforded convenient avenues of travel and transportation. 

The early nictlnxi of trans|iortation w as by |cick horses over the nunin 
tains. When the turnpike was built over the mountains, then cante the 
Concstoga wagons- great canvas covered vehicles drawn by six horses — in 
which all guc<ls from the F-vsl were hauled over the mountains. 

Next came the const met ion of the Pennsylvania canal which was com- 
pleted lo Allegheny City in 1854. This canal route was a wonderful feat 
nf engineering for those days. The canal was carried up licyond Johns- 
town and from there the lwats were carried over (Ik mountains by the 
portage railroad, which was a setics of inclined planes. On the uther side 



of the mountains the canal extended from HollidaysUirg to Columbia, 
which was then the terminus of the railroad from Philadelphia. The 
, an.il w .iv carried at loss the Allegheny River una viaduct, and branches ex- 
tended through Flushing and Allegheny. Patt of the site of the old canal 
is now occupied by the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The most important impetus to the development of Allegheny County 
was given by the building of tlie railroads which now run through it in 
even direction, radiating from Pittsburg as a centre. Here are the head-

Allegheny County furnishes to the Pennsylvania Railroad its large*! 
and inosl important freight business ami while the lailroad has dune a 
vast woik in the development of Allegheny County, ibe county has returned 
the benefit many fold by the business which it has furnished tothegie.it rail- 
way system. The rapidity of the gum tb of the niaimfai lures ami commerce 
of Allegheny County and of this great tailtoad system was illustrated at this 
semi centennial cck-l ration b) recalling ihc fact that men who ran the first 
Hams on the Pennsylvania Railroad are still in its employ ami men still liv- 
ing can remember when Western Pennsylvania pig iron was |iacked on mule 
back overland 10 Baltimore and heavy freight* from Pittsburg wtie shipped 
to Philadelphia by way of New Orleans and the sea. 

The Kdiimi.re «; Ohio Railroad had been built to Cumberland, 
(•lily 150 miles from Pittsburg, in iXjj, and an effort was made to get 
this road completed from Ciimlierland to Pittsburg and thus provide rail- 
road communication with the seaboard. But the Philadelphia interests in 
llie legislature opposed this, as they feared that the trade with the West 
would be diverted from their city to Baltimore. Being thus prevented 
from entering Pennsylvania, the Baltimore & Ohio reached the Ohio 
valley by way ol Wheeling. Meanwhile a shrewd Allegheny County leg 
islator had succeeded in getting passed as an amendment to an omnibus 
bill. .1 provision giving a charter to the Pittsburg vV Connellsville railroad, 
through which the Baltimore S: Ohio was enable.) to get a connection lo 
Pittsburg. This Mil red up the Philadelphia!!* and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
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road was chartered and built. The Western terminus <■!' the main line of 
the Pennsylvania system is at Pittsburg »ii<1 miller the name of the tain- 
sylvanu lines, tins corporation now operates several roads running west 
from Pittsburg which were firs,! limit as independent roads. Aiming these 
arc the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne At Chicago, which was i bartered in iK.i!S t 
as the Pittsburg Si Ohio ; the Pitlsbiug. Chicago, Cin< lunati \ St. Ijnti*, 
nr Panhandle, which was originally the Pittsburg tc Slcubeuville ; the 
Cleveland & Pittsburg, which tuns fruni Pittsburg to Wheeling ami Cleve- 
land ; the Pittsburg, Virginia & Charleston, wlm.li runs to Brownsville ; 
the Allegheny Valley Railroad which runs from Pittsburg to Oil City and 
Titusvillc and to Buffalo; the Pilttburg, Young»tiiwn \ Ashtabula ; the 
Kric iV Pittslwrg ; the West Penn, which runs from Allegheny to llolivar, 
on the site of the old canal, and several uthcr short hues. Of these the Alle- 
gheny Valley and the Pittslmrg, Virginia & Charleston were built directly 
under Allegheny County auspices, and nearly all were aided by giants 
from the cities of Pittsburg anil Allegheny. 

Thruugh the old Pittsburg & Cotincllsville the Baltimore tt Ohio 
reaches Pittsburg, where it lias an important terminus. It also opci.ues 
the Pittsburg & Western which runs from Allegheny to Yoiingstown. Ohio. 

The Pittshuig ft l-alc F.iie. which runs from Piltslutrg to Yoiuigs- 
town, Ohio, is the only line entering Allegheny County which is fiee 
from heavy grades. It isalsoonc of the most profitable in its operation and 
handle! an immense volume of freight. It is now operated as part of tlie 
great New York Central, or Vauderbilt, system and connects with the va- 
rioits branches of that great system east and west, bcsnlrs affording di- 
rect connection with the Lata, The Pittsburg, McKeesport \- Yough- 
iogheny which runs from Pittsburg to Connellsvlllr, is leased mm] operated 
by the Pittsburg Sr ljkc Erie. 

These lines of railroad give the county direct connection with the three 
great railroad systems of the country, the Pennsylvania, the Vauderbilt 
and the Baltimore .V Ohio, and vai ions In. inches anil Conner ling mails 
bring cars direct to its mines, manufactories and stores, reducing the cost 
of lrans|K>rtation to a minimum and giving this section another great ad- 
vantage over all other districts. The rich freights furnished in this county 
are a constant stimulus to the extension of transportation facilities and two 
new railroads ate now seeking routes into this field. 
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Hie rivets, thuse great highways which Kaluie lias provided, have 
ever afforded a direct avenue of transportation to the South and they carry 
from Pittsburg to the Glllf a greater tonnage than that of New York har- 
bor to-day. 

Plans arc now under way for the improvement of the Ohio and Mo- 
nungahela Rivers by the national government and for the construction of 
a great canal (rom l-ike Krie to the Ohio River el Pittsburg. When these 
great works are carried out the existing avenue* ol transportation will lie 
vastly augmented. The canal will bring direct to manulactureis tin: ores 
of the lake districts and the manifold advantages which Allegheny County 
enjoys as a manufacturing lenlre will be largely increased. 

Trolley lines radiate m every direction through Pittsburg and Alle- 
gheny and extend to all the principal suburban borough* within a dozen 

miles. They afford convenient, quick and cheap lrans|mrtation, and have 
lieen of great important c in building up the outlying territory. 

FINANCIAL INTERESTS BANKING, INSURANCE AND REAL ES. 

tate. 

The financial interests of Allegheny County are of vast and growing 
magnitude. This is one ol the chicl financial centres of the United States. 
The great manufacturing, mining and commercial interests here concen- 
trated represent an investment ut many hundreds ol millions and the busi- 
ness handled reaches upwards of a billion. 

The first Itank in the county was established at Pittsburg in 1S04 and 
was known as the Bank of Pennsylvania. In 1810 the Pittsburg Mannfac 
Hiring Company was organised for the purpose of promoting manufactur- 
ing, making buns at reasonable rates ami helping on new enterprises. It 
soon grew into a general banking business and in 1814 was reorganised as 
the Bank of Pittsburg. It began business as a regular bank November 
22. 1814, and remains to day as the oldest bank in the county. Its 
management has always been conservative and safe ; it has always been con- 
dm tnl along the lines which marked its conception, the development of 
the business interests of the city and county, it has safely passed through 
ordeal of wars and panics and its rec ord is not surpassed by any bank in 
the United Stales. Its first dividend of four tier cent, was declared in May, 
1815, and it liad previously declared six dividends as the Pittsburg Manu- 
facturing Company. 
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In 1810 t iic Farmers and Mechanics Bank was established am! in 
1817, in response to a pcliliiMi of the business men of the count) a branch 
of the Bank of the United States was established here which was contin- 
ued until thai bank went cat of business in iS.1,6. The Men Hants and 
Manufai Inters Bank was chartered in r8jj, the Exchange Hank 111 i8.}6, 
the Mechanics 111 1855 and the Iron City ai d Allegheny 111 1857, Under 
the National Banking Act 111 t86j and 1865 several of the stale banks in 
Pittsburg an<l Allegheny were organised as national kinks and several new 
banks were established. Rinks have also lieen established in the princi- 
pal lioroughs fur the local convenience of business 

There were in Pittsburg ami Allegheny on January isl, 1896, fifty- 
nine hank if; islitiiliuus thirty two iialinnal hanks, eight state kinks, 
eleven savings banks, two private banks and sis trust companies. There 
are also lunks at Bradihxk. Carnegie, I)in|i!esnc, Homestead, McKccs- 
jmrt, Sewtckley, Sharpshurg. Tateutum and Wilkinsburg. 

Tliere were in the state hanks of Pittsburg and Allegheny at the cli« 
of 1895 deposits aggregating S>1- <M >o,479 and in the national banks de- 
posits antoanting to $44,682, 344. 

Pittsburg is the Kinking centre of the county and ranks among the 
chief banking < iucs ot the country.

The wrings banks of the county have an aggregate of many millions 
of deposits which give evidence of the thrift of the people. 

Many of the bank buildings, notably those built in Pittsburg in recent 
years, are magnificent and cosily siruciiircs and will compare in character 
and solidity with those of any large city in the land, while in stability and 



the manner in which they arc conducted the banks in the county are IW 
surpassed anywhere. 

Allegheny County offers a large field for insurance, and home capital 
is very largely invested in risks in this county. The Pittsburg Manufac- 
turing Company, which was a pioneer in banking, was also engaged in in- 
surance, and the first policy on record in the county was issued by that 
Corporation in 1812. The great fire of 1845, which destroyed the greater 
part of Pittsburg, also wi|ied out the three local companies, destroying their 
offices, books and pa|ier» ami for several years thereafter there was no 
local company here. In 1849 the Western Insurance Company was in- 
corporated with a capital of 5225,000 which was later increased to Jtjoo.- 

000 Other complies are formed from time to time by local capital and 
now there are more than a store of local companies in the county, while a 
total of 267 companies arc icprcscninl here. 

All classes ot risks are written by these companies, fire, life, marine, 
accident, boiler, plate glass, accident, liability, etc., and the vast business 
handled in tins i ounty is steadily growing. 

The real estate interests of the county arc of enormous value and their 
development has been on a comprehensive and permanent scale. The 
value of the mineral lands in the comity is now well known The steady 
growth of maiiiii.icluring brings an increase of population of a |«rmanent 
character, which creates a healthy demand for real estate and insures slab. I 
l*y of value. The rapid growth of Pittsburg and Allegheny has caused a 
great advance iii the value of business properly, especially in the former city, 
and there has been a corresponding development in residence districts. 

1 1 it* Pittsburg w Ini li was i uly a few yi .11-, ag. farming 
land is now a handsome residence and well jvipolatei I district, w illi thousands 
of stately mansions which indicate the good taste as well as the prosperity 
of their owners. The trolly lines running from Pittsburg and Allegheny 
in every direction have built up a vast area of suburban territory. These 
with the net work of steam railroads, have encouraged the laying out of 
new town sites within a dozen mites of Pittsburg several of which have 
been developed as manufacturing towns Suburban residence property is 
in good demand. Iiecause of the facilities of transportation and land com- 
panies and private holders offer special inducements to suburban home 
builders. In all this there lias been a noticeable absence of speculative 
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booms and the development of real estate in Allegheny County has been 
like that of it* other features — solid, substantial and permanent. 

A very large pro|>orlioii of the |icoplc of the county own their own 
homes and Allegheny County is peculiarly a district of house holders, 
several Building ami I>x»n Associations are established in the county and 
they have materially aided people of moderate means to become their own 
landlords. 

PUBLIC AND PRO.HNENT BUILDINGS IN THE COUNTY. 

Public spirit and the enterprise ami liborjlily o( priv.iic ciu/cns have 
given tn Allegheny County many splendid structures of architectural 
beauty. First among these is the magnificent < oiinty courthouse at Pius- 
luirg. Massive, imposing ami gr.u elul, it stands a tit IDunuuKnt In live in- 
telligence, the patriotism and hlietality of the people. The old court- 
house, which also was a budding of great architectural lieauty, was de- 
stroyed by fire on May 7, 1K83. The new buddings erected on its site are 
for rare architectural lieauty, completeness of arrangement and substantial 
workmanship, unequalled anywhere in the country. The courthouse and 
county Imildings were planned on a generous scale and the design of the 
architect, H. H. Rii hardson, was one of massive magnificence with an 
unrivalled convenience for the purpOHl for which the building is designed. 
Mr. Richardson died shortly before the completion of the stnicture, which 
was the clowning glory of his life work. The cost of (he building was 
£ 1.450, 184.66, well within the original estimate of Sj, 500,000, anil it was 
completed without adding a dollar to the indebtedness of the county, a 
fact winch speaks well for die administration of county affairs. The dedi- 
cation of the court ho me was one of the most interesting features of the 
celebration of the centcn111.il ol the rounty in Septemlier, 18S8. 

There are many fine churches, not only In Pntslmrg and Allegheny, 
lmt in all part* of the comity, and several of them are recognised as mag- 
nificent models of church architecture. 

Trinity Episcopal Church, which is locateil on Sixth Avenue. PtttC- 
Imrg, between Wood and Smillifn-ld Strecls, 011 land which was original ly 
given by the I'enns for rhiiri h p 11 poses, is one of the finest specimens of 
Gothic architect itc in America. 



The largest < hurch building in the county is St. Paul's Roman Callio 
lie Cathedral on Filth Avenue and Grant Street, Pittsburg. 

In Pittsburg also arc located the Western Pennsylvania Institution for 
the Blind, with magnificent new buildings which were completed only a 
short time ago J the Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, the Newsboys' 
Home and many others. 

There are several fine hospitals in the county in spacious buildings 
ami conducted with the highest skill. Among these are the Allegheny 
General Hospital in Allegheny City; the West Penn, Hnm.eopalhic, 
Mercy, St. Francis, South Side Hospitals, Children's Hospital and the 
Home for Incurables at l'liisburg ; the McKccsporl Hospital at M< Kecs 
port, and others. At Dixmonl is a Hospital for Insane. 

The Western Penitentiary at Riverside, un the Ohio River in Alle- 
gheny City, is one of the model penal institutions in the country, 

In Pittsburg, at the Point, near the site or old Fort Pitt, are the build- 
ings of the Western Pennsylvania Exposition .Society, which were erected 
in 18*9. This society, which is composed of some of the leading business 
men of the county, holds annual expositions which are of great commer- 
cial and educational value These buildings, with a specially constructed 
auditorium, were used for the National Raengerfesl and the National Pro- 
hibition Convention in i8c/i. 

The Federal Building and Posi Office in Pitlsburg was erected at a 
COM of ft, coo, 000. and is one of the finest government buildings in the 
United Slabs 

The Allegheny Observatory is one of the finest in the country and is 
known to scientists the world over. It was creeled in i860 by popular 
subscription and Liter was turned over to the Western I'nnersity of Peon 
sylvania. It is 1 . 150 feet above the sea level and 450 feel above the Ohio. 
Prof. S. P. Ijonglcy, who was engaged as iis first director and was' con- 
tinued by the university authorities, is known as an astronomer of the 
highest distinction, a clow H Orient and a man of energy and inventive 
genius. To his enterprise Allegheny observatory owes the credit of being 
the first to distribute observatory time. This was first done here in i860 
and the railroads, public buildings, etc., received the correct time daily 
by telegraph from this uttservatory. The value of the idea was at once 
appreciated and it has since been taken up in other pirts of the country, 
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Prominent among I lie many fine public buildings in Allegheny 
County are the splendid structures which have been given to the people 
through the generosity of Mr. Andrew Carnegie. The largest ami latest 
of these, the Carnegie Library, Music Hall and Art Gallery in Pittsburg, 
represents an expenditure of $1,100,000. It stands at the main entrance 
to Schenley Park and in its style of architecture and general arrangement 
is not surpassed in the United States. It comprises a magnificent music 
hall, the acoustic properties ol which are practically perfect, and which 
contains a great organ Mid ample stage accommodations fur 01 atoiius and 
other produclioiYS which require a great churns. This hall is used fur 
vocal and instrumental com erts and lor urgan recitals. The library, which 
is free to the public, occupies the main or central part of Die structure 
and contain* a large and well selected list of books. The reference 
library is of invaluable aid to students. It contains a large number of 
rare technical lmoks which treat on subjects relating to Allegheny Comity 
industries, the sciences and arts, and it includes live library of the Western 
Pennsylvania Historical Society and many rare works which have been 
contributed by residents of the county. The must Oft) is rich in treasures 
for the student and arch.x>'ln;ist. The collection of ores is especially 
valuable and complete. The art gallery, which like the museum is free 
to the public, has had a splendid loan exhibition, and imw luis die 
nucleus of what is destined to lie one of the finest permanent art exhibits 
in Ameiira. It is intended especially to be representative of American 
att and will serve as a stimulus to the work of American artists, of whom 
Allegheny County has produced some who have gained high and well 
merited distinction. 

The Carnegie Library in Allegheny is on the same general lines as 
the one in Pittsburg, though not so large. It was donated to the city by 
Mr. Carnegie and the city gave the site, opposite City Hall. It was 
built at a cost of $400,000, and was opened to the public on February 
11, 1890. It is built of Kox Island granite with red granite trimmings 
and cuscrs an area of one hundred and fifty square feet. It contains a 
music hall, library and art gallery. 

The Carnegie Library at ltraddock is of similarly imposing appearance 
and is the must attractive structure in the boruugh, commanding the atten- 
tion of all who MM through the town. 
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The millions represented in the construction and endowment of these 
library buildings is but a small |>ait uf their intrinsic value to the county. 
They are enduring monuments of liberal public spirit, and they will have an 
im|>ortant influence on the intellectual advancement of the county by 
furnishing to the general public the best in literature and art. 

The 1'Jiipjjs Conservatory 111 Schenley Park, 1'ittsburg, has a world 
wide reputation an<l is known as the liucst public conservatory in America. 
It contains one o| the lines! and most complete collections of flowers and 
plants and the s|iecial exhibitions which are held at different seasons and 
arc also free lu tiie public are attended by tens of thousands of people 
daily. 

The Phipps Cunservarory at Allegbenj is second only to the one at 
Pittsburg, ltoili these are the gift of Mr. Henry Phipps, Jr., to the 
res|icctivc municipalities. 

Plans arc now under way for the construction in Pittsburg, on the 
site of the old Bedford basin, of a combined armory and auditorium which 
will be one ol the grandest structures in the United States. This great 
structure will be located on Ihe high bluff above the Union Station of the 
Pennsylvania system and from this commanding location will make the 
nn<st imposing appearance of any building in the county. The structure 
will afford a home for the local military organizations and will also con- 
tain an immense auditorium which besides affording floor spare for regi- 
mental drills will lie available fur holding national conventions. The 
estimated cost is $300,000 and it is proposed to raise this sura by public 
snliscription. 

The business blocks in Pittsburg compare with those of either New 
York or Chicago, and tall steel framed structures now raise skyward their 
towering stories. I iicy indicate the concentration of business which is 
characteristic of a metropolis, and they give to the commercial quarter 
of the city a substantial metropolitan appearance. 

AS AN EDUCATIONAL CENTRE. 

Allegheny County as an educational centre is worthy of more than 
passing notice. The county itscll is an educator aside from the curriculum 
of schouls and colleges. The study of the practual problems which it 
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has presented in mining, mechanical and civil engineering has been ihe 
most im[K>iUnt part of the technical training of some of the most 
eminent engineers m the world. It* great workshops have produced 
the most skilled mechanics in iron, steel and glass, in engine building and 
in the construction of machinery. It has sent out mining engineers to 
South Africa and electricians to all parts of the glouc. As the greatest 
r.iilroad centre on the continent it has graduated through the school of 
practical experience some of the ablest railroad managers in the world. 
More and Iieticr than all, it has trained its young men to be sell reliant, 
earnest, industrious. 

The State law of Pennsylvania establishing public schools was passed 
in 1834, and in the following year the first free public school was opened 
in Pittsburg at Duijucsnc Way and Infill Street. Private school* had lieen 
Conducted from the early colonial days, although in the esiiling limes of 
the eaily settlers the opportunities for education were necessarily limited. 
As early as 1776 log schoolhouses had been built within a few miles of 
each other in the territory south of the Ohio and Allegheny Rivers and the 
children of the settlers were given a good common school education fur 
those tiroes. It was not many years before provision was made for giving 
a higher education ami the Pittsburg Academy was chartered in 1787 and 
furnished instruction in classical and higher branches until 1819, when it 
was merged in the Western University of Pennsylvania. 

The first faculty of the University consisted of Dr. Robert Bruce, 
Principal ; Rev. John Black, Professor of Ancient languages. Rev. E. P. 
Swift, Professor of Moral Science ; Rev. Joseph M< Elroy, Professor of 
Rhetoric, and Rev. C. B. Magnire, Professor of Modern Languages. The 
liberal spirit of the University was slvown by the fact that all denominations 
were represented in its faculty and this non-sectarian character has lieen 

The University was chartered February 18, 1819, and was opened 
May 10, 1821. It was first located in Pittsburg at Third Street and 
Cherry Alley, where it was burned out in 1845. It was then Uiill on 
IiiKjucstie Way and was burned out there in 1849. The University build* 
ings, which still stand at the corner of Ross and Diamond Streets, were 
opened in 1S55 and were sold to the county after the destruction of the 



courthouse in 1881, the University removing to Allegheny, where it has 
a spacious and commanding location. 

The Western Theological Seminary of Pennsylvania was chattered in 
1815. 

The West Pemi Medical College, located in Pitlshurg, is one of the 
best medical schools in the country. 

The Bishop Bowman Institute for the Higher Education of Young 
Ladies, has a national reputation. It is located in PtltSDUrg and was 
chartered 111 1S61. 

The 1'ittsburg High School was first opened in 1855 on Smithficid 
Street and 111 1869 was removed to the present commanding location on 
Bedford Avenue, where the handsome stone high school building now 
stands, one of the handsomest and must prominent buddings in the city. 
In 1896 a new lugh school building of still larger dimensions was opened 
on Fifth Weiim I ic new huil. iig is dev. le. » 1 ,lly to the 1 11 11 ... ill 
and normal departments, with a training School for teachers. The com- 
mercial department of this school is one of the finest and most Complclc in 
the United Stales, The c ourse of instruction is systematic and thorough 
and the perfection which it has reached illustrates the iniportar.ee 111 which 
11 practical education is litre held. 

The public schools of Pittsbun* and Allegheny are sur-ussed bv none 
in the United States. Their standard is high, the sjslem of instruc- 
tion is the best and the schools arc liberally supported anil intelli- 
gently conducted. A similar high standard prevails through the 
county and nowhere arc better facilities provided for public school 
education. 

Private schools are many, and it follows that where the standard of 
public education is so high, that provided by private enterprise must be 
of corresi»nding excellence. 

The majority of the young men holding positions of responsibility here 
to day are college graduates. The facilities fur higher educ ation afforded in 
this part of the state by the Western University and by Washington and 
Jefferson College are fully utilized, and Allegheny County is well repre- 
sented at Yale, Princeton, Johns Hopkins and other great institutions of 
learning. 
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SOCIAL UHE. CLUBS. SOCIETIES, ETC. 

Allegheny County r* known to die wuild chiefly as a icnlre of cum 
merce, industry ami wealth, but it is good to live in as well as to make 
money In, Its wealthy residents, ami they arc many, know huw to best 
enjoy llieir riches ami those who have nut an abundance of wealth, but 
enough to live Comfortably, find here a congenial society. Social ad- 
WfflfgTI are many, (Specially in the cities of Pittsburg and Allegheny and 
their v.ihurltK, where the multitude of handsome residences, of architect ital 
beauty and comfortable proportions, give evidence ul refinement and 
public spirit. This centre of fashionable life has many brilliant 
seasons. 

The development of the immense resources uf Allegheny County and 
the direction of the vast enterprises here centred have brought here men 
of the highest intellectual force and training, highly educated, with ideas 
broadened by study and travel. The intellectual feature is prominent in 
the social life anil nowhere are people belter informed on the livequestions 
of the day. The fine arts are cultivated as well as the fashionable fads. 
Among the residents of the county are many well known an connoisseurs, 
and the magnificent Carnegie Art Gallery, Music Hall and Library at 
Pittsburg is a recognition uf as well as a stimulant to the popular apprecia- 
tion of arts and letters. 

Several artists, who are well known at home and abroad, are residents 
of Allegheny County, and this county is the birthplace of many others, 
who now make their homes elsewhere. 

Nowhere arc clubs, secret societies and social organizations of every 
kind in higher favor than in Allegheny County. The man who does nut 
belong to at least one is an exception, and the majority hold membership 
in several. These organizations include clubs fur the rich and fashionable, 
for people of leisure and for wage earners. Secret and benevolent organ- 
izations flourish and iicople of congenial tastes come together for mutual 
enjoyment and assistance. The social features arc prominent in all these 
organizations and this mingling of the people in social relations fosters a 
public spirit which has done much to advance the interests of the county 
hi a material way. 

The centre of i lub life is of course in Pittsburg, but the ihief ilulis 
there have members in all parts of the county and every borough, town- 



ship, and even hamlet, has its own local club or other social organization, 
for mutual discussion or enjoyment, which foster a spirit of neighborli- 
ness that binds the ticuple of the county cli/*ly together. 

The Duqucsne Club, of Pittsburg, ranks with the finest i lubs in the 
country. Its standard uf membership is very high. It has on its rolls 
the names of sucial leaders, of men of great wealth, and of men who are 
prominent in the affairs of the state and of the nation. Its membership 
inch ales men who arc recognized as the foremost citizens of Allegheny 
County, who are leaders of affairs in commerce, in finance, in the vast 
manufacturing enterprises and in politics. Many of its members arc 
known the world over, and not a few arc members of the leading clubs in 
other large cities of this country and in Europe. It is nowhere surpassed 
in the club comforts and conveniences winch it affords- Its clubhouse on 
Sixth Avenue, between Wood and Smithfield Streets, is a magnificent 
structure of handsome architecture, ami the interior furnishings are lux- 
urious and in gixxl taste. The restaurant is in charge of a French chef, 
whose salary is in the neighborhood of Jj.ooo |ier year, and the cuisine 
is up to the standard of the best New York clubs. For the convenience 
of out of town members thirty handsomely furnished sleeping rooms are 
maintained and many prominent men of the state make the Duqucsne Club 
their headquarters while in Pittsburg. The membership of the Duqucsne 
Club numbers 005 — 630 resident, 250 nun-resident and 25 army and 
navy. 

The Pittsburg Club, which has a spacious and finely appointed club- 
house on Penn Avenue, only a few blocks removed from the Duqucsne, is 
not less favorably known and is one of the leading fashionable centres of 
social life. One of the features of this rlubhouse is a cozy theatre in 
which charming amateur performances are given, usually in aid of chari- 
table objects. Ladies' days are also features of this club and the club- 
house is the scene of many fashionable receptions. 

The Masonic Country Club is a Metal organization composed of mem- 
liers of the Masonic Order. Chnely allied with this is the Wimodausis, 
COtUpceed of the wives and daughters of members, 

The Columb-.i* Club has a handsome clubhouse on Sixth Avenue, Pills- 
burg, between SmilMeM and Grant Streets. 

The Concordia Club of Allegheny is the principal club in that city. 
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The Araericus CluU is political as well as social. It was organized 
something on the lines that the Union League Club of New York was. and 
it numbers among its members the leading Republicans of Allegheny 
County. The clubhouse in I'lttsburg is a political centre, and though 
the vxial features are the most prominent for the greater |xart of the time, 
in presidential years its politics come prominently to the fore anil it is in 
evidence at the national convention and in the campaign. This club holds 
an annual banquet at which the principal speakers are members of Con- 
gress and other men of national reputation. 

The Randall Club, with headquarters at Pittsburg, is the principal 
Democratic club of the county and includes in its membership many 
prominent men. 

The Pittsburg Athletic Club has a membership of 350, mostly young 
men, and includes representatives of many prominent families. Its club- 
house, which has a fine gymnasium, is on Shady Avenue, at the East End. 
The club maintains a high standard in persnnntl as well as in athletics. 

The Duqiicsne Country and Athletic Club has its city headquarters in 
Pittsburg and is fashionable as well as popular. 

The University Club at Pittsburg draws its membership from the 
many college graduates in business and professions in Allegheny County 

The I*itus Club draws its memliership from the South Side of Pitts 
burg and it the leading ndal dub in that great district. 

The Tariff Club, which has its clubhouse on Si*lh Avenue, Pitts 
burg, it one of the most vigorous clubs in the county, and is the principal 
rendezvous of Republican politicians. 

The Pittsburg Press Club is one of the best known and most nourish- 
ing press clubs in the country. The city is a great centre of newspapers 
and newspaper men, and this club numbers among its members some of 
the best known writers in the country and has entertained royally a host 
of distinguished guests. 

The Mo/art Club at Pittsburg has a natioi al reputation as a high class 
musical organization and has successfully presented many fine oratorios 
and concerts, which have drawn audiences not only from all parts of the 
county, but from all over the state and from adjoining states, To this 
society the Carnegie Music Hall gives facilities for the production of 
musical compositions that are not anywhere surpassed. 



The prominence of Pittsburg as a musical centre is emphasized by 
the holding there in 1S96 of the National Saengerfest. The many resi- 
dents of the county who arc of German birth or descent are here, as else- 
where, noted for their fondness for clubs and Arion, Lcidcrkranz, Turner 
and other German societies are numerous and flourishing. 

The Pittsburg symphony orchestra is well known as a well drilled 
company of trained musicians, and has given many successful concerts. 

The Allegheny Country Club is devoting special attention now to 
golf. It has a fine clubhouse and well laid out links, ami is among 
the leaders in this fashionable sriort west of the Alleghany Mountains. 

Tin- Woman's Club at Pittsburg includes in its membership some of 
the brighest women in the county, many of whom are prominent in art, 
letters and social life. 

The Twentieth Century Club, which has its club home at the East 
End, Pittsburg, is fashionable and progressive likewise, as its name indi- 
cates 

The Western Pennsylvania Historical Society has done much to 
compile ami preserve the history of Western Pennsylvania, which lurrrrs 
such an important part of the record of our national growth. Its presi- 
dent, Rev. Dr. A. A. I-imbing, is a student and scholar whose historical 
researches have been of great value, anil he has written many important 
works on Western Pennsylvania history. 

Allegheny County furnished much more than its proportionate quota 
of men in the civil war. and there arc many flourishing organizations of 
veterans in the county— Union Veteran Legion, Grand Army of the 
Republic and kindred associations. 

The Young Men's Christian^ Association, which combines club 
features with religious work, nourishes here and has a large membership in 
Pittsburg. Allegheny and all the principal boroughs, and hits several fine 
buildings with gymnasiums, reading and lecture rooms and other con- 
veniences for members. 

The cltaritirs of the county, public and private, are well organized, 
and are conducted in a manner characteristic of the people. 

Pittsburg, as the social centre of the county has many fine theatres, 
the liest of which are the equal of any in the country and at these the 
latest metropolitan attractions, including all the leading stars, can be seen, 
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and the railroads run trains so that the residents of the county can con- 
veniently attend. 

TOWNSHIP. BOROUGH AND CITY FEATURES. 

The first division of the county was into townsh.ps. Then as 
population increased boroughs were erected out of the thickly settled pans 
of the townships. Three boroughs— Pittsburg. Allegheny and McKccs- 
poit — have been incorporated as cities. 

Pittsburg has from the earliest period of its history been the centre 
of commerce and uf population. It is the keystone of the county, and Alle- 
gheny County is the keystone of Pennsylvania as Pennsylvania is the Key- 
stone state. 

The early colonist were a sturdy race. Pittsburg was settled chiefly 
by Scotch and Irish ami the fust number of the Pittsburg Gazrllr, pub 
lished, July 19. 1786. contains a statement that there were alx-ui one hun- 
dred houses anil a population of fifteen hundred. In 1784 a town lilt 
was surveyed for the proprietor of the manor, by George Wood*, This 
town site was bounded by the Allegheny and MonongaUela Rivers and 
by Cram and Eleventh Stmts. This plan is known as the " \V<«*1s 
plan " ami is the oldest plan recorded. The borough was incorporated 
in 1794 

In the work already quoted Scott says of Pittsburg in 1800: 
"A lHirough and |xkI town In which live courts of justice arc held. 
It is situated ti|ion a lieautiful plain at the junction of the Allegheny and 
Monong.iliela Rivers, and consists of several streets which intersect C&ch 
other at right angles. It contained in 1800, 1.505 inhabitants, including 
ten slaves. The number of house* is nearly three hundred, with court- 
house, jail, a Presbyterian and German Lutheran church, a brewery, a 
large distillery and a glass home. By an act of the legislature passed 
March 16, 1798, a sum was granted, not to exceed <u,ooo. to I*- raised 
by lottery to erect piers and wharves fur securing the banks of the Alle- 
gheny River. In the neighborhood arc found vast quantities of coal, |iar- 
ticularly on the Opposite side of the Monongahcla River. No inland town 
in the state is so advantageously situated for trade. Sea vessels have 
within these few years been built here which have navigated the Atlantic 



Ocean. The inland trade down the Ohio to the state of Ohio, the west 
em parts of Virginia, the stale uf Kentucky, the Indian Territory, upper 
Louisiana and New Orleans is increasing rapidly anil becoming of great ad- 
vantage to the inhabitants of the western counties." 

Tims at the beginning of the century Pittsburg was recognized as an 
important commercial centre. 

Pittsburg was incorporated as a city in 1816. Its original boundaries 
were tlie same as those of the borough and under various acts of the As- 
sembly thej have been extended to take III the adjoining U>roughs and 
towmlii|is. The present area is 43.75 miles and the population It about 
300.000. A further extension ol the municipal limits is promised, to in- 
clude the entire metropolitan district. I his could make a city of over half 
a million population and would place Pittsburg as the filth city in the 
United States in population instead of the thirteenth. 

Although 111 1788, when Allegheny ('.unity was elected, 1'uisburg was 
the principal town, it was originally |»oposcil to lucalc the cuunty seat at 
Allegheny, on the opposite side of the river, because the stale owned a 
large tract of bind there, but as the laud bc>ond the Allegheny was not 
then settled, and as there was danger from Indian attacks, it was decided 
in 1791 to locate the county buildings in Pittsburg anil that place was 
marie lite county scat. Previuus to this, while the territory was held by 
the colony of Virginia, the courts for the West Augusta district of that 
colony, in which what is now Allegheny County was included, had Wen 
held in Pittsburg. 

The town of Allegheny was laid out in 178S on state lands. It was 
then exactly square and contained one hundred lols, eac h 60x140 feet, 
which were nearly all purchased by Revolutionary soldiers. The city of 
Allegheny was incorporated April 13. 1840, and the first mayor was (Jen. 
William Robinson, J r, Gen. Robinson wax the first white child born in 
Allegheny, and was the ton of William Robinson, (he proprietor of tlie 
rerry. He was born on February 17, 1785. 

Though under a separate municipal government, Allegheny is closely 
allied to Pittsburg in its business and social interests ami has aided in the 
lmilding of that great metropolis and participates in its prosperity. Sev- 
eral line bridges span the Allegheny, connecting with Pittsburg, and an ef- 
fort is being made to have these, which arc now toll bridges, taken charge 
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of by the municipalities ami made tree, a step which would bind the two 
cities »till mine closely together. Trullcy lines now run (rum the business 
centre of Pittsburg to and beyond the municipal limits of Allegheny in 
every direction. 

Allegheny possesses many attractions as a place of residence and lie- 
cause of its convenience to the business centre ol Pittsburg, is the home 
.if thousands who do business in that city It is also a great business 
centre ami many great manufacturing establishment!! are located here. It 
shares in .he transportation facilities of Pittsburg, and the West I'enn di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania Railroad and the Pitlsburg & Western Railroad 
have their terminus in Allegheny, while the Pittsburg. Kort Wayne Jk Chi- 
cago passes through the city. 

The present population of Allegheny City is in the neighborhood of 
150.000. 

In the early history of the county McKcesport was laid out as a rival 
to Pittsburg. The Indians had a village there, which was the humc ot 
Qneeit Aliquippa, whose name is still preserved in county nomenclature. 
Afier the French had been driven out, David McKee, a Scotch Prcsliy- 
teiian, settled there and started a skiff ferry, for which he obtained a 
charter in 1769. The place was then known as McKec's Kerry John 
Mi Kee. the son of the original proprietor, laid out a town which was 
named McKcesport. There were about two hundred lots, ami in March, 
I 795 , one hundred and eighty of these had lieen sold at £20 each, one of 
the in<l->cement» held out to purchasers being that McKeesport was 
'• twelve miles nearer to Philadelphia than Pittsburg." So attractive was 
McKcesport in those days that one of the early settlers on his way through 
Pittsburg, driving a cow, refused an offer of an acre of land in Pittsburg 
for his wiiw and went un twelve miles nearer Philadelphia to McKcesport. 
to locate. 

There was some reason for the hopes of the early settlers. Mi Kcrs 
poll is nwist favorably situated at " the forks" of the Voughiogheny where 
it joins ine Mmiongahela, anil possesses many natural advantages am] at- 
tractions. Hut its nearer proximity to Philadelphia did not enable it to 
wrest the commercial supremacy from Pillsiwirj;. Its growth was slow un- 
til 1810. w hen the development of coal mines in iis vicinity began and 
stimulated liarge building and other industries. Later its growth received 
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a fresh impetus with the development of manufacturing, which brought a 
big increase of population, and it is now an important manufacturing 
centre. 

It has direct water communication with Pittsburg and the Pittsburg 
& Connclliville division of the Baltimore \ Okie and the Pittsburg, 
McKcrspi rt *V Youghiuj;hcny Railiojds |xass directly through it, while 
the Pittsburg, Virginia & Charleston is 011 the opposite side of the 
Monongahela River. Trolley cars run between McKirsport and Pitts 
burg. 

The largt-st manufactory of steel and iron tubing in the United States 
is located here The works cover forty acres and the plant includes the 
entire process of manufacturing, puddling furnaces, rolling mills, forges 
ami refineries, in all of which natural gas is used for fuel. A tin plate 
fa. lory, one of the oldest and largest in the United States, is here in suc- 
cessful operation. Hcic, too, are great iron foundries, window glass 
woiks. brass works, carriage and wagon works and a variety of other in- 
dustries 

The town was well laid out at the t*'ginniiig with wide and regular 
streets and the present city is lieing llevtJoned on the same wise plan. It 
has an excellent system of water works, electric lights and all modern con- 
veniences, good banking facilities, fusi class schools and churches and 
many fine residences. A very large proportion of the people own their 
own home* and die 1 ily is prns|ieroiis and progressive. 

Carnegie is a thriving borough of about 10,000 inhabitants. It is 
■even miles southwest of Pittsburg and is on the main line of the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago it St. l<onil Railroad and on the Pittsburg. Charliers 
tc Voughiogheny. It was organised afoul two years ago by the consolida- 
tion of the thorough* of Charliers and Mansfield, which were located on 
op|>osite soles of Charliers Creek. Here are located crrar ore smelting 
works, lead works, iron and steel works, brick yards and other industries 
and seveial cod mines. There arc banks, churches, schools, etc., ami 
BUM!) fine stores. Natural gas and electric lights are abundant and the 
electric light plant is one of the finest in the county. Carnegie is the cen- 
tre of an important mining district and draws a large and profitable trade 
from the surrounding country. 

Btaddocl Borough *ai organized in 1867, and Uraddoclc Township 
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was erected in 1868. Bradduck is icii miles southeast of Pittsburg on the 
MirW1H<llril River. It is M the Pittsburg division of the main line of 
■He Pennsylvania Kailf-ad, the Pittsburg division ol the Baltimore and 
Ohio, mid the Pittsburg, McKecsport and Yoiighiogheny branch of the 
Pittsburg .uid Like lirie. Here are located the great Edgar Thoni|isoii 
Steel Works, car work*, Mill works, glass works, iron works, foundries, 
hrickyjrils, tanneries, furnace* and ntlier Industrie*. There aie two 
hanks, iiews[Ki|KTs. nil ujiera house, hue crhuirhes and school* and a 
magnificent free public binary building, which was given by Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie. 

Homestead is an important manufacturing borough of about 11,500 
inhabitants, situated M the south bank of the Moiiongahcla Kivcr, aluul 
six and one-half miles frum Pittsburg and ihiee miles from Uraddock. It 
is on the main line of the Pennsylvania Railroad to Pittsburg, ami also on 
the Baltimore and Ohio ami the Pittsburg anil Like Erie. The principal 
industries are the great sleet works i>l Cainegie, Plupps & Co., . united, 
glass factory, buck yards, etc. The borough lias banking facilities, 
line churches, schools, etc., and a fine system of water works and 
drainage. 

Dwjiirxnr is a mamifa< luring liorough hi Mifflin Township, about 
twelve miles southeast of Pillshurg, 011 the Pittsburg. Virginia and 
Charleston Railroad. The railroad slalion is Oliver. 

Sharpshurg is a busy inaunfai luring borough on the Allegheny River, 
five miles from Pittsburg. It is on the main line of the Pittsburg and 
Western Railway and on the West Penn division of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and is also connected with Pmshuig by trolley lines. It has 
great roiling mills, machine shops, stove works, fuiindries, glass works, 
etc. It offers special inducements to manufacturers because of its low 
taxes and its 1 lose proximity to rich mines of cool and mm. 

Oakmont is a manufacturing borough of about J, 000 inhabitants on 
the Allegheny River, alioiit twelve miles northeast of Pittsburg. It is on 
the Allegheny Valley Railroad. 

Turcntum, about twenty two miles northeast of Pittsburg. Is a 
borough of atiout 5,000 inhabitants, ft is on the West Penn Railroad. 
Several large glass factories are located here. 
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McKcc's Rocks is a borough of about 1,700 inhabitants un the Ohio 
River, live- miles northwest of Pittsburg. It ts on the mam line of the 
1'ittsburg & I-ake Erie Railroad. Trolley cars mil iliiect to Pittsburg. It 
is situated at a bend in the river where the swift current has undermined 
huge rodtl which at this point overhang above the river. 

Bridgeville is a milling town of about 1,300 inhabitants in Upper St. 
C-'lair Township. It is about twelve miles southwest of Pittsburg, on the 
Cliarticis branch of the PitlsUirg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St, Luum 
R.iilioad. 

Next to Pittsburg, the oldest (own in the county is Elizabeth, or 
Kli/jbttlitown, as it was originally called. It was laid out 111 1784 by 
Col. Stephen ltayard, who purchased the laud from Thomas Monroe, who 
hail obtained a patent to the tract in 17(19. Col. Bayard named the town 
aflcr his wife. It is on the I'UHlmrg, McKresport and Yuughioghtltjr 
River, about twenty-three miles from Pittsburg.

nUNICIPAL THE SISTER CITIES. 

Those who arc not familiar with local conditions may wonder why it 
is that Pittsburg and Allegheny, with so many things in common, which 
ate so close together and whose interests would seem to 1* identical, Mill 
have separate municipal governments. Yet if we consider the circum 
stances surrounding the origin ofea. h, the reason for this is evident. Pitts- 
burg is part of the manor of the I'cnns, and the tnwn was laid Mil by the 
original proprietors. Allegheny, nn the other hand, was laid out by the 
Mate of Pennsylvania on state lands, which were acquired by thecommun- 
wealth by direct porcha.se from the Indians. The Pittsburg lands were 
included in those left in possession of the IVuns by the commonwealth, 
which confiscated the bulk of their holding* twvause of their Tory scnli 
ments during the Revolution. The Pcnns accepted the situation and pro 
cccdcd to sell town lots in Piltstmtg to the best advantage, but, as may- 
be imagined, there was no real friendliness lictwccn tliein and the govern- 
ment of the new sovereign commonwealth. Pittsburg was, aflei the Revo 
lulion, an important trading town, and was attracting new settlers. It was 
beginning to enjoy a noticeable prosperity, and it was ualiiral to suppose 
that the new town founded by the state upon the opposite side of the Alle- 
gheny Kiver would share its prosperity. The commonwealth was sorely in 
need of money ami the government undoubtedly planned to enrich the 



state treasury by the sale of town lots in Allegheny, as the Peni.s had en- 
riched themselves by the sale of town lots in Pittsburg. Thus the two 
towns were founded on different lines and their development lus continued 
along separate lines, and though now united by a community of interests, 
each has preserved its independent existence. They have grown and 
prospered together and hove lived in harmony as liel'its near nciglilx>rs 
who are iliae akin.

Booth, Director of the Department of Chari- 
ties ; Roger O'Mara, Supcrintendcnl of Police.
